The excite- 
ment was caused by the presentation by the 
Aldermanic Ratiroad Committee of a resolution 
to grant to the Nassau Electrio Railroad Com- 
pany, without compensation, a franchise for 
‘which the Brooklyn City Railroad was willing 


to pay $150,000. 


P. H. Flynn isthe President of the Nassau 
and the Kings County Electric Railroad Com- 
panies, which a short time ago asked the Alder- 
men of Brooklyn for permission to operate on 
bout forty miles of strects in the Eastern 
District and upper wards of that city. The 
Brooklyn City Company offered $250,000 fora 
franchise covering the skme ground and many 
miles of streets besides, afterward splitting the 
amount into $150,000 for the Nassau’s terri- 


tory and $100,000 for the rest.

ENEMIES OF HOME BULE. 


6HARP ATTACK BY MR. CHAMBERLAIN 


IN THE COMMONS. 


Lonpon, April 10,—There was a thin attend- 
ance in the House of Commons to-day when dis- 
cussion was resumed on the motion for the sec- 
ond reading of the Irish Home Rule bill. It 
was not until the Right Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain arose that the members hurried in, and the 
House assumed an aspect of interest and at- 
tention. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that the bill proposed 
to establish a brand-new Constitution for Ire- 
land. The Prime Minister asked them when tbe 
controversy would be settled if the measure 
should be rejected. The whole question really 
was, Would the bill settle the controversy! 
Was not Mr. Gladstone in too great a hurry, 
and was he not too impatient to deal with the 
Irish difficulty? A new era had opened for 
ireland with the disestablishment of the irish 
Church. Then the agrarian question had been 
partly settled. Time ought to be given to 
allow for the beneficial operation of those 
other measures, but the Prime Minister 
said that Ireland was still discontented, 
and that no progress toward conciliation had 
been made. If such was the case, then the 
predictions of the Prime Minister regarding 
the measures he had already promoted for Ire- 
land had proved fallacious, and threw discredit 
on similar predictions in regard to the present 
measure giving Ireland a separate Legisiature. 
Probably, added Mr. Chamberlain, the people 
of England would accept the bill if they be- 
lieved that it would enable them to get rid of 
tue Irish question, |Hear, hear!) but he feared 
it would do nothing of the kind. Mr. Gladstone 
had disregarded the rights of the minority and 
treated the most infiuential and prosperous 
section of the Irish people with contempt. He 
proposed to subject that portion of the Irish 
people te such legislative conditions as would 
wreck their industries and expose the whole 
country to financial ruin. Not Ireland alone, 
but England equally had reason to dread the 
results of the measure. The only safeguard the 
Government had was the good feeling and the 
generosity of the Irish leaders and people, and 
if the Government had the courage of their 
convictions they ought to sweep away the s0- 
oalled safeguards in the bill. 

He would not say that Ireland, if England 
should be engagedin war, would take sides 
against England, but it was possible that the 
sympathy of the Irish might be with England's 
opponent, thereby exposing England to the risk 
ofasimultaneons civil and foreign war. Mr. 
Gladstone now professed boundless faith in the 
Irish people, but it was a faith of recent

LAND FRAUDS EXPOSED.

‘THE MINNESOTA LEGISLATURE 


MADE DISCOVERIES. 


St. Pau, Mipn., April 10.—The Senate com- 
mittee investigating the charges of fraud in 
the sale and taxation of Minnesota lands is 
ready with its report, and will present it in the 
Benate to-morrow morning. 

Senator Donnelly says it will shake the State 
from centre to circumference. It is said to be 
the most sensational report ever made by a 
legislative committee in this State, and is all 
based on sworn testimony. Frauds and con- 
_spiracies most gigantic and far-reaching are said 
to have been usearthed. 

It is claimed that the State has been defraud- 
ed, directly and indirectly, of thousands of dol- 
lars,and many persons hitherto above suspi- 
cion are said to be Involved and besmirched by 
the committee’s findings. 

One instance of the committee’s findings is 
said to be a case where the timber on a piece of 
sehool land estimated to have been worth $7,525 
was sold for a paltry $175. Some of the best 

ine land of the State is said to have been false- 

y certified as swamp land and then patented to 
the railroads and by them to the parties back of 
the deal. 

Innumerable cases of false homestead entries, 
soldiers’ pre-emptions, and Indian 4llotments, 
all made on powers of attorney by men of straw, 
im tne interests of the corporations, are said to 
have been disclosed. Vast tracts of lands and 
Vast quantities of standing and cut pine are 
eaid to bave esca the tax rolle, and one in- 
teresting point that there are miles of rail- 
road in the woods used for other purposes than 

logs alone, which are not men- 
tioned by the Assessors, and which are not 
reached as personal property, nor do they pay 


any gross earnings tax. 

The law which is designed to prevent cor- 
porations from acquiring more than 5,000 acres 
of land is said to be a dead letter in the pine 
regions. The report says it ie hardly possible 
to calculate the sums the State and State insti- 
tutions have lost in the pine-land manipula- 
tions, nor is it possible that any considerable 
portion of it can be recovered.

The soulptor sues the 
defendants for $25.000 damages for failing to 
carry out & contract to make a model and con- 
struct a statue of the poet, and also for dam- 
ages to his reputation and business. He says 
he bad incurred some expense, having finished 
the model, and he had an item in his declaration 
for $8,750, being seventy weeks’ labor at $125

HIS VIEWS ON PRESIDENT CLEVELAND 
AND AMERICAN POLITICS, 





ToRONTO, Ontario, April 10.—After spending a 
couple of months at Washington and Lakewood, 
N. J., Goldwin Smith returned home to-day. In 
an interview he gave the impressions he had 
formed while at the American capital of Cleve- 
land, Harrison, and the general political situa- 
tion in the United States. 

Mr. Cleveland, he said, dominated the politics 
of the United States to a very large extent.

ONLY A ONE-DAY STRIKE 
WORLD'S FAIR WORKMEN BACK 
DOWN COMPLETELY. 


THEY MERELY STIPULATE THAT UNION 
MEN SHALL NOT BE DISCRIMINATED 
AGAINST WHEN THEY APPLY 
WORK—MANAGERS NOT ASKED TO 
MODIFY THEIR VIEWS.

CuHIcAGo, April 10.—The World’s Fair strike 
was declared off at 8:45 o'clock to-night. 

In pursuance of the order of the Building 
Trades Council, issued Sunday, most of the 
union men employed at the fair did not go to 
work this morning. Those whodid go to work 
quit upon receiving orders to do so. Befoxe 
noon 4,000 men were idle. 

The strike was declared off after a conference 
between the labor leaders and the fair officials. 
It was a victory for the fair. By the terme of 
the agreement there will be no further labor 
troubles while the fair is open. 

The text of the agreement follows: 

Whereas, Ina conference this day held between 
the Executive Committee of the Building Trades 
Council and the Council of Administration of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, it was alleced and 
suggested that, in the employment of workmen in 
the several trades represented by said Executive 
Committee for work under the direct charge and 
supervision of said Exposition Company, discrimina- 
tion had been made against representatives of or- 
ganized labor; and, 

Whereas, Such allegation, if well founded, sug- 
gests a condition contrary to the views and purposes 
of this Council and its Director of Works, and in 
order that its views and policy in this behalf may be 
clearly declared and definitely understood, it is, by 
said Council, 

Resolved, That, in the employment of workmen or 
artisans in the several trades represented by said 
Executive Committee for the performance of work 
under the direct charge and supervision of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition, representatives of 
union or organized labor shall be entitled to equal con- 
sideration with those ofnon-union labor, and that the 
workmen heretofore employed by said exposition 
company who have this day gone out on strike shall 
not be refused employment hereafter on that ac- 
count, it being the express purpose of the council 
that organized labor as such sball not be disorim- 
inated against; and 

Resolved further, That there shall be paid to ev- 
ery artisan employed by the exposition company at 
least the minimum rate of wages prescribed for the 
trade in which he is employed; and 

Resolved further, Thatan authorized representa- 
tive or delegate of each of said trades shall be fur 
nished with a pass entitling him to free admission to 
the grounds, and shall have the right to confer with 
workmen of his trade at all times, provided such 
conference shall not materially interfere with or re- 
tard the work; and 

Resolved further, That the concessions made in and 
by the foregoing resolutions are so made with the 
distinct understanding that they shall be accepted 
by said Executive Committee as afull settlement 
and solution of the present controversy; that the 
men who have gone out on etrike shall return to 
work atonce, and that the provisions and stipula- 
tions of said resolutions shall continue in force and 
be operative during the whole period of the exposl- 
tion. 

The foregoing preamble and resolutions having 
been adopted and presented to us this 10th day of 
April, 1893, we do, on bebalf of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Building Trades Council, fully acoept 
and agree to observe the same, as witness our hands 
this day and year aforesaid.

This agreement put the men who ordered the 
strike in a ridiculous position. The strike was 
meant to secure the employment of only union 
labor at thefair. The men have been working 
only eight hours, and have in most instances re- 
ceived more than the union scale of wages. 

The clause in the agreement which demands 
that organized labor sball not be discriminated 
against, but shall be on an equality with non- 
union labor, is langhabie. Another thing which 
shows the foolishness of the strike and the 
weakness of the strikers’ position is that in set- 
tlement of the strike the only agreement was 
made by the strikers. 

The fair officials simply stand on the position 
they have held from the inception of the enter- 
prise, that non-union labor was as much entitled 
to the opportunity to work as organized labor. 
The whole strixe is a proofof the criminal 
imbecility of the walking delegate. The work- 
men never sympathized with him. They only 
withdrew under the stress laid upon them by 
their foolhardy leaders. 

To-day was named by the business agents of 
the Building Trades Couneil as the final time 
at which arbitration must be assented to if a 
strike was to be averted. 

Early this morning the emissaries detailed to 
spread the news of the order for a general 
strike were atthe various entrances to the fair 
grounds. George Gary, President of the Bridge 
Workers’ Union, was marshal of the forces. 
“Are youa union man?” was the question each 
dinner-paii carrier was asked, and if the answer 
was inthe aflirmative the order of the council 
was communicated. 

Very few union men disobeyed the order. If 
the subject proved to be a non-union man,a 
short statement of the condition of affatrs was 
given and his membership in the union so- 
licited. Stump speeches on grievances became 
the order of the moment, and many recruits 
were added. 

A party of half a dozen delegates started in 
to make a tour of the grounds. By the timethe 
various buildings had been passed the party, 
augmented to nearly 200, brought up at the 
Liberal Arta Building. Dennis Healy, a non- 
union carpenter, denounced the strike, and was 
promptly beaten into insensibility by Edward 
Morris, a union man. 

By 9 o’clock about 2,000 men had quit work, 
end an hour later 1,500 electrical workers went 
out. Decisive action was taken by the Con- 
struction Department, and orders were issued 
to the uniformed Columbian Guards to remove 
delegates found actively soliciting men to quit 
work. From that time on patrol wagon calls 
were pretty frequent. 

The prompt removal of agitators angered the 


crowds, and a good deal of threatening talk was 
indulged in. Numerous personal encounters 
occurred between etrikers under the influence 
of liquor and non-union men who showed a dia- 
position to go to work. 

Fiually a equad of officers was called out, who 
ordered the men to either go to work or leave 
the vicinity. They were slow to obey, and sev- 
eral received hard raps from officers’ clubs. 
The officers, after a half hour's work, succeeded 
in forcing the men across the street. 

Before 1 o’clock fully 4,000 men were out, in- 
cluding, probably, over a dozen different trades. 
To make matters worse at this juncture, one- 
third of the employes of the Installation De- 
partment, 200 in number, declared a strike, and 
promptly quit work. 

About 1,000 architectural and ornamental iron- 
workers went on astrike. A demand was made 
Saturday for fewer hours, and only a few of the 
employers sicned it. The result was the men 
walked out. 

President Higinbotham says the question of 
exoluding non-union men was settied two years 
ago, the representatives of labor admitting 
that not enough union men could be furnished 
to build the fair. Now the demand for union 
men only ia brought forward as if it were a new 
igsue.

PREPARING FOR THE ENTERTAINMENT 


OF THE DESCENDANT OF COLUMBUS, 


Cuicaco, April 10.—President Cleveland will 
divide the honors at the World's Fair on dedi- 
cation day with the Duke of Veragua, 
representative of the only direct branch 
of tho descendants of Columbus. The Duke 
and his party will reach Chicago April 29, 
in time to participate in all the opening cere- 
monies of the exposition. His party will con- 
sist of his wife, two daughters, and @ son; his 
brother, the Marquis of Barbolos, and wife, aud 
his private secrotary. 

The party will be in charge of Commander F. 
W. Dickons, United States Navy, who will meot 
them in New-York on the arrival of their steam- 
er, April 15, and the distinguished guests will 
then be conducted to Washington, where they 


wil} be received by the President, before coming 
to Chicago, The Monday following his arrival 
here the Duke will be in charge of the Commit- 
tee on Ceremonies of the exposition. On the 
evening of Tuesday, May 2, President Thomas 
W. Palmer will give a banquet in honor of the 
Duke at the Hotel Metropole. 

Saturday evening, May 6, there will be a@ re- 
ception at the Administration Building in Jack- 
sou Park by the Director General, President Pal- 
mer, and President Higinbotham and the Board 
of Control. On this occasion the grounds will be 
lighted up for the first time, and the fountains 
will be iluminated. The Duke and bis brother 
willreceive the public in the rotunda of the 
Administration Building, when every one will 
have an opportunity to see the descendants of 
Columbus.

THE MAGAZINE-GUN TESTS, 


WITHDRAWAL OF THE WHITE WEAPON 
DUE TO AN ACCIDENT. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April10.—The National 
Magazine-Gun Board struck a snag inits work 
to-day while examining the gun submitted by 
Lieut. H. K. White of the United States Marine 
Corps. The weapon, while it showed a weak- 
ness in one of the early teste at its first trial 
and had to be withdrawn for repairs, worked 
very successfully to-day until the test of exces- 
sive firing was begun. At the end of the third of 
the five rounds the gun became locked so that 


neither its inventor nor the members of the ex- 
amining board could open it, and it had to be 
withdrawn. Up to the time of adjournment 
late this afternoon the cause of the trouble 
had not been discovered, and it is unlikely that 
the weapon will ever again enter the lists. 

The board had expected to examine the 
Hampden gun, the invention of T. B. Wilson of 
this city, but word was received at the last mo- 
ment that it was not ready, and rather implying 
that the weapon might not be submitted at all. 

Tuesday the teste of the Russell-Livermore 
gun, which were begun this afternoon, wil] be 
continued, and will probably be finished, while 
if a serious accident ooeurs it will have the ef- 
fect of adjourning the board till next Monday, 
when M. H. Durst has promised to have three 
guns ready for examination.

SANTA FE MEN STILL OUT.

A SETTLEMENT I8 EXPECTED WITHIN 
A FEW DAYS. 


TorexKa, Kan., April 10.—The strike on the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Railway ocon- 
tinues, contrary to the expectation of the offi- 
cers of that road. At this point the officials 
claim that but 300 men are out, while the strik- 
ers maintain that over 600 journeymen have 
quit work. 

In pursuance of the plan adopted the men re- 
main away from the shops, and do not interfere 
with such non-union men as go to work. In the 


blacksmith shops but one forge was fired up te 


day. In the boilermakers’ department all was 
silent, while in the machine shops non-union 


men and apprentices were at work. The wood 
workers have shown no indication of going out, 
but unless a settlement is reached in a few days 
the company will be forced to lay them off. 

The same state of affairs exists at all othor 
points on the line where shops are located, 
thouch in a lesser degree. The shops here give 
employment to 2,700 men, while the next larg- 
est point, Fort Madison, Iowa, employs but 300. 

The oltlicials at Chicago are in constaut com- 
munication with the committee of the strikers 
who are here, and expect to effect a settlement 
in a very few days. Im any case there will be 
no violence.

THE MURDERER MUST DIE 


FAILURE OF THE BILL TO ABOL- 
ISH CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 





PASSED BY THE ASSEMBLY, BUT KILLED 
BY AN EMPHATIC VOTE IN THE 
SENATE—A S8TRONG BELIEF THAT 
ITS PASSAGE WOULD HAVE RE- 
SULTED IN SAVING HARRIS, 


ALBANY, April 10.—The attempts made to ob- 
tain a pardon for Carlyle Harris by passing a 
bill through the Legislature to abolish capital 
punishment failed conspicuously to-night. The 
Assembly passed the bill of T. D. Sullivan, 
(Dem., New-York,) and the fenate killed a sim- 
ular bill, which was fathered by John G. Smith, 
(Rep., Madison,) by a vote of 24 to 6. 

The usual Monday night assemblage was 
present in larger numbers than usual. The 
spectators came prepared for a torrent of ora- 
tory, and were not disappointed. Very little 
sentiment had been heard in the Assombly for 
or against the subject, and the popularity and 
influence of its introducer enabled it to obtain 
79 affirmative votes against 28. 

In the fenate, however, the bill had rough 
sledding. Every one seemed to realize that it 
Was a covert attempt to let the bars down for 
Harris, a suspicion which was heightened 
when it became known that his counsel had 
failed to appear at the hearing which he had 
himself asked from the Governor this afternoon. 
A number of the Senators came to the Senate 
with set speeches, among them Senator Smith, 
the introducer of the bill, who, to the ad- 
miration of a welil-filled gallery, poured 
forth his views on capital punishment in one 
unbroken, monotonous stream for half an hour. 
The bill was then in general order, and when 
the debate was closed and the committee was 
granted leave to sit again, Senator O’Connor, 
(Rep., Broome,) by previous arrangement with 
Lieut. Gov. Eheehan, was recognized. He 
moved to recommit the bill to the Judiciary 
Committee, declaring that thia was the best 
time to kill it. 

Senator Roesch (Dem., New-York) moved as 
@ substitute that the bill be recommitted with 
instructions to strike out the enacting clause, 
which, if carried, meantits death. The yeas 
and nays were demanded. Roesch’s substinute 
was accepted by O’Connor, and carried by the 
Benate by the following vote, Democrats in 
ttalic, Republicans in roman, and independents 
in SMALL CAPS:

The judgment of all the lawyers in the Sen- 
ate was that the passage of this bill would per- 
mit Harris to escape execution, and, as Senator 
O'Connor put it, “We ought to kill the bill to 
show the people that the Senate of this State 
believes Harris to be guilty.”

PORTLAND, Me., April 10.—The Italian trans- 
port belonging to the navy, unloading 1,000 
packages for the World’s Fair from Venice, 
Messina, Naples, Leghorn, and Genoa, has a 
wonderful cargo aboard, consisting of statuary 
in Italian marble, paintings, and other works of 
art, glasawork, wines, fruits, house decorations, 
and the like. 

There is a box forwarded by the Queen, but 
no one on board knows what the centents are. 
One package, the size of a cigar box, has one 
piece of embroidery eighteen inches square, 
valued at 25,0008.

Attempt to Kill a Cerdina!. 

VIENNA, April 10.—Great excitement has been 
caused by an attempt to assassinate Cardinal 
Vaszary, the Primate of Hungary. The Cardi- 
nal was walking with his secretary, when a 
well-dressed young man rushed upon tbe Car- 
dinal and made desperate attempts to stab him 
witha knife. The Cardinal stepped to one side, 
evading the blows of the assassin, while the 
secretary received two severe stabs at the 


hands of the desperate assailant. The would- 
be murderer was arrested, but refused to give 
any information as to his motive or his identity. 
Cardinal Vaszary was unhurt. 

There seems to be no doubt that the attempt 
to murder the Cardinal was prompted by the 
intense etruggie now going on in Hungary in 
relation to civil marriage and the baptism of 
children of mixed marriages, in which the Car- 
dinal is looked upon as the leader of the ecclesi- 
astical party. 





3 A Grain Blockade in Mexico. 


PrepRA8S NEGRAS, Mexico, April 10,—The un- 
precedentedly heavy rush of corn through this 
port from the United States since the removal 
of duty on March 15 has produced a grain 
blockade on the Mexican International Road at 
this place and the Southern Paciiic Koad at 
Eagle Pass.

PREHISTORIC RELICS UNEARTHED. 


TREASURES OF THE WALNUT GROVE 
MOUND IN 


TOLEDO, Ohio, April 10.—Wide interest is 
manifested in the demolition of the famous 
mound in Walnut Grove, near Martin’s Ferry, 
this State. The work of removal has been in 
progress two weeks, and at least two more will 
be required. The earth is used for street filling. 

Human skeletons, skulls, bones, elk antlers, 
paleolithic engravings and implements, arrow 
heads, spear heads, pale gray flints, cup stones, 
agricultural implements,granite hammer stones, 
sinkers, perforated stones, &o., have been found. 
Some of the relicsare entirely different from any 


recorded in history. Most of them are found near 
the bottom. Someof the skullsare twice the 
size of the ordinary skull of the present day. 
Under one skull were thirty-two darts, all tine 
specimens, and pointing in one direction. The 
further into the mound the workmen dig the 
more interesting the relics become. It is be- 
lieved that hidden treasures will yet be found. 

The major part of the stones found are dilffer- 
ent from any in the Ohio Valley. Some are 
really beautiful specimens. There are ditferent 
sizes, from the large éalutrion points, of the 
shape of the laurel leaf, down to very small 
specimens. Several of the implements are 
beautifully chipped. Several skin scrapers 
were found, and a number of monsterion points. 
The elk antlers found measure 719 feet across 
and 6% inches in diameter at the base. Some 
of the human bones are in a good state of 
preservation, while others crumbled into dust 
when removed. All of the teeth are sound. 
Over two skeletons found was a thin stratum 
of red clay, looking as if it had been burned and 
— cemented over the dirt to keep olf the 
water. 

The mound is 29 feet high and 117 feet in di- 
ameter. Few mounds are larger. Nine-tenths 
of the mound is made of yellow clay. The other 
tenth is of dark earth and stones. The clay is 
entirely different from any in this neighbor- 
hood. From the top to the bottom there are at 
least thirty strata of earth. The tumulus is 
more symmetrical and shapely than many oth- 
ers. ‘Ihe earth isin different strata, not in hori- 
zontal lines, but in conformity with the surface 
of the mound. 

The articles of personal nse must have been 
exposed to an intense heat. Only clay or stune 
could resistit. Ifit were not for this we might 
know of the habits and customs of the people 
and the advance they madein arts. They cer- 
tainly had developed a civilization ofa vigor- 
ous and original growth. The dead and buried 
culture of the ancient people, to whose memory 
they erected such monuments, is especially 
noteworthy in that it differs from all other ex- 
tinct civilization. The people must have been 
numerous. ‘Their works stand distinctively 
original from any foreign influence. 

This mound is supposed to be over 1,000 
years old.

A TALK WITH GEN. PETER C. DOYLE 
ON THE SUEBJKCT. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., April 10.—Gen. Peter C. 
Doyle, commander of the Fourth Brigade, Na- 
tional Guards, State of New-York, was asked 
to-day what he thoughtof the dispatch from 
Albany printed in THe Times of to-day regard- 
ing the militia. He said he had heard of no de- 
eertions and of no unusual number of dis- 
charges from his brigade or from others. 

“Men do leave the Guard after their term is 
up?” was asked. 

“Oh, yes, and I take it that, in view of past 


and possible future labor troubles, many of 
those whose time has expired in the last three 
or four months have been allowed to retire 
without any efforts being made to retain them 
if they were known to be members of certain 
organizations. 

“A man can’t bea good soldier if his heart is 
not in his work. A man should be entirely 
willing to obey the orders of his superiors, and 
if he does not feel that he can do so he should 
retire. We-want no soldiers who are not thus 
minded.” 

‘* is any unusual effort being made to recruit 
men for the National Guard” 

*“*No; it is alwas a hard matter to get men in 
Buffalo. There are too many bicycle and ath- 
letic clubs that bave some other attractions for 
the young men, and they cannot see the pur- 
pose of joining the Guard when they may not 
be called into service in twenty years. Then, 
again, many of those who were called out last 
Summer lost their positions thereby. 

“The business commupity or rathera very 
small portion of it, failed to exhibit the proper 
patriotic — The fear that they may lose 
their positions has prevented many men from 
joining the Guards and induced others to quit 
when their time was up.” 

“Do you think the Guard would be able 
succesaiully to cope with any strike or trouble if 
such should occur this Summer?”

The name of 
the Consular Agent at Mollendo is William R. 
Griffith. He was appointed from Pennsylvania, 
March 30, 1889.

AN APPEAL FROM STEPNIAK 


THE RUSSIAN PATRIOT ON THE EX- 
TRADITION TREATY. 


HE TELLS, THROUGH “THE NEW-YORK 
TIMES,” WHAT THE RESULT OF THE 
PRESIDENT’S APPROVAL WILL BE— 
NO MERCY FOR OFFEXDERS AGAINST 
THE CZAR—THE RIGHT OF POLITICAL 
ASYLUM IN DANGER, 


G. Btepniak, the Russian patriot, makes the 
following appeal, through the columns of Tus 
New-York TIMES, to the American people, in 


favor of the asylum right for Russian political 
offenders: 

“The Russian extradition treaty, providing 
for the surrender of a certain olass of offenders 
who have been in all times looked upon as 
political, is now inthe hands of the President 
awaiting his signature to become law. Its 
ratification or rejection is a point of vital im- 
portance, not only for those immediately con- 
cerned, but for the whole party of freedom 
which is now struggling against Russian autoc- 
racy for obtaining a better Government in their 
country. Itis therefore deserving of serious 
attention on the part of all Americans. 

“ By the laws of the United States the decis- 
ion upon this important question rests now en 
tirely with Mr. Grover Cleveland. This isa 
happy chance for us. The personal popularity 
of the President is not limited to the United 
States, and there is no American statesman to 
whose arbitration on such a matter the Russians 
would look forward with so much confidence. 

“Butthe American Presidents pride them- 
selves upon submitting to and not trampling 
down the wishes of the nation. I appeal, there- 
fore, to the highest tribunal, which is above 
Senates and Congresses and Presidents, to the 
public opinion of the American people, and I 
beg leave to submit to them some considera- 
tions upon the matter; to bring to their knowl- 
edge some facts which few of them know, and 
to remind them of some others which they have 
probably forgotten. 

“The provisions of the treaty in question 
look harmless enough at first sight But I 
affirm that this obnoxious treaty is in reality 
an abolition, as far as Russians are concerned, 
of the asylum right to political offenders, 
which bas never been infringed in the United 
States since the foundation of the Republic. 
Its ratification by the Senate isthe most un- 

American, undemocratic act on record Itis 
an unheard of outrage to the noblest traditions 
of your country, which only a prompt veto can 
obliterate, 

“Although a stranger, I must be excused for 
using this language. With nations as with in- 
dividual men, the higher the position the great- 
er the responsibilities. American institutions 
are not the heirloom of the Americans alone, 
They belong ina sense to the whole world; te 
all nations and to all men, who look up to them 
as the most perfect embodiment of democratic 
freedom that we know of—a brilliant example 
and the final goal toward which all our coun- 
tries are slowly and painfully but unmistak- 
ably advancing. Every act tending to the dis- 
credit of these institutions delays this advance 
all the world over. 

“T have as mach right to blame and to pro 
test against the decision of the Senate asifI 
were a born American. If, however, this claim 
be denied to me, I will ask in the name of com- 
mon fairness for hospitality te these lines of 
mine from every paper which they may reach.

“Mr. Allanson Picton, M. P., who is one of 
the most zealous friends of Russian freedom, 
and certainly not a violent man, in introducing | 
once @ Kussian lecturer to an English audien } 
said that ‘the long and undisturved enjoymen$ 
of treedom and civil rights has obliterated from 
the wemory of the Enxlish the centuries o: 
crimes and violence by which they gain 
their freedom.’ This remark applies to Amer 
icans a3 well. If weare going to overlook mo- 
tives and aims, the young men who gave the sig- 
pal for the American Rebellion by vapturing in 
Boston Harbor and throwing into the sea 
the famous bales of tea ought to be called 
thieves and burglars, while the American 
schoolboys are taucht to call them by very dif- 
ferent names. Johu Brown of Harper’s Ferry 
ought to be called a murderer and a highway- 
man, and not regarded as a martyr of civil free- 
dom and a forerunner of mightier deeds, whose 
attempt may be considered unwise, rash, pre- 
mature, but never dishonorable or morally 
reprehensible. John Brown’s memory ts cher

ANOTHER RUSSIAN IN LINE 


—=>—_—_— 
THE RYNDA JOINS THE GENERAL 
ADMIRAL AT FORT MONROL. 


THE FORBIGN CRUISER RECEIVED WITH 
THE CUSTOMARY SALUTES—ADMIRAL 
GHERARDI ORDERS THE FLEET TO SEA 
—THE PHILADELPHIA AND RUSSIAN 
VESSELS THE ONLY ONES TO REMAIN. 


Fort MonroOgk, Va., April 10.—A little aftor 
7 o'clock this morning the Russian cruiser 
Rynda, commanded by Oapt. A. De Krieger of 
the Imperial Russian Navy, came in under 
charge of a Hampton Roads pilot and caused a 
goneral display of national colorsto be made by 
all the vessels present, although it was not yet 
eight bells. Itis, however, the universal cus- 
tom to display thé ensign to all incoming and 
outgoing warships, whetheritis the time for 
such display, as ordinarly accepted, or not. The 
usual hours afloat are between 8 o’olook in the 
morning and sunset. Even should the colors 
have been displayed before 8 o’clock, they are 
generally hauled down just before that hour 
and again run up as the bell strikes. 

The Captain of the Rynda signaled over 4 
number of messages to his senaperior officer 
aboard the General Admiral, which called for a 
lot of flags to be flown aboard the latter ship 
in return. Presumably this all meant an in- 
quiry as to where to anchor the Rynda, and the 
reply probably contained the necessary in- 
structions, for the new-comer steamed behind 
her larger sister and auchored about abreast 
the Yorktown of the second squadron, which 
leaves plenty of space for the Dimitri Donskoi, 
which will probably be the Russian Admiral’s 
vessel. As itis, the General Admiral now flies 
the senior olfficer’s pennant at the mizzen. 
Assoon as the eighth bell had announced 8 
o'clock, bang went the first of a national salute 
of twenty-one guns from the forecastle battery 
of the Rynda, and at the same time the Stars 
and Stripes were flung to the breeze at her main 
truck. After waiting fora while the return of 
this salute from the shore battery, but not get- 
ting it, the Rynda fired thirteen guns, with one 
ensign displayed this time at the fore. Down 
came the hammocks and wash clothes aboard 
the Philadelphia, where they had been triced up 
to dry, and away went her thirteen guns in re- 
turn, fired at most remarkably even intervals of 
about four seconds. When a salute is to be 
fired, it is required that a ship shall be as nearly 
in dress as possible, which means that if her 
sails are loosed they shall be furied, and that if 
awnings or wash clothes are aloft they shall be 
lowered, to be triced up agajn after the core- 
mony of the salute is over. 

After a while the fort turned on its string of 
cartridges and returned the national salute of 
the Russian. Very probably there were the 
Very best reasons in the world for not answer- 
ing at once, but as “leg pulling ” is the order of 
the day, the artillerymen bad to stand a share, 
and they were accused of being obliged to send 





the cartridges. The salute was, however, a

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very pretty one when it was fired, and so was 
another of thirteen guns fired later in honor of 
Rear Admiral Benham, who made an official 
visit upon the commandant of the fort. | 

Capt. de Krieger of the Rynda is a man of 
medium height, ful] dark beard, and extremely 
pleasant manner. He speaks English fluently, 
and probably several other languages with 
equal readiness, as do a great number of his 
brother officers. It always seems as though 
these Russians rather despaired of others learn- 
ing their language, and so have made up their 
minds to learn all the foreign tongues possible. 
The record of Capt. de Krieger for bravery and 
coolness in action was well attested by the 
double row of medals worn on the left breast of 


his full-dress coat. He will either have to keep 
out of action in future or wear a coat a couple 
of sizes or more too large for him, and well 
padded at that across the chest, if ho isto re- 
ceive many more decorations, for under the 
resent proportions of medals and ribbons to 
roadoloth there is hardly room for more. 

His poat’s crew was a model for build and 
payergee as Well as for neatness and efficiency, 
and, like the men who were so much admired 
Sunday as they pulled Capt. Besobrasroff to and 
from the shore, they look like very dangerous 
competitors in a boat race. Their striped blue 
and white undershirts, with blue dungaree col- 
lar trimmed with several rows of white tape, 
were in fine contrast tu the heavy flannel over- 
shirts with broad square collar carrying two 
rows of yellow tape. The man pulling the 
stroke oar was evidently a petty officer of some 
rating. He acted as coxswain of the boat, and 
carried a boatswain’s oail, or whistle, similar 
to that used by boatswain’s mates aboard our 
OWD Vessels, but seldom seen in the hands of 
coxewains in the United States Naval Service. 

The Rynda is painted black, is bark rigged and 
has two yellow smokestacks. She is made of 
steel, having been builtin 1885, and over the 
under-water portion of her hull she is sheathed 
with wood and covered with copper to prevent 
fouling. These composite vessels are very pop- 
ular abroad with nations who have limited 
dooking facilities, and itis this style of aroni- 
tecture that Naval Constructor Philip Hichborn 
of ourown Naval Constructors’ Corps so strenu- 
ously advocates. 


The Rynda has a 19-inch protective deck of 
steel, running from stem to stern, and effectual- 
ly covering her machinery, magazines, and oth- 
er important parts generally embraced under 
the term vitals. To compare her with the At- 
lanta, of about equal tonnage, we find the Ryn- 
da has five feet less length, but almost four feet 
more beam, while she draws one foot less water. 
Neither of the Russian vessels has a ram-shaped 
bow, the bow of the General Admiral being of 
very peculiar shape, not unlike what is known 
among fishermen as a “ pinkey.” 

The Rynda bas twin screws, and upon a de- 
velopment of 3,600 horse power she can make 
15 knots speed. The Atlanta with 3,111 horse 
power has made as much as 16 knots. Her bat- 

is ten six-inch four-ton breech-loading 
rifles, an@six machine and rapid-tire guns. She 
has, in addition to four fixed tubes for au-

It is really amazing, the powers for accumnu- 
lating cap ribbons that some wf the fair ones 
here have displayed.

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THE CARAVELS EXPECTED SOON. 


WHAT WILL B& DONE WITH THEM PUZ- 
ZLING THE AUTHORITIES. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The caravels are at 
lagt to reach the United States. The command- 
ing officer of the Santa Maria, Capt. Concas, has 
telegraphed the Navy Department inquiring 
about the weather likely to prevail during the 
next two days, and intimating that he proposes 
to leave Havana, where the caravels are now 
stationed, for Hampton Roads on Tuesday or 
Wednesday.

HE LEAVES WILMINGTON AMID THE 
CHEERS OF A LARGE CROWD. 


WILMINGTOR, DeL, April 10.—President Cleve- 
land and party, accompanied by Ambassador 
Bayard, left Delamore Place at 7:30 this 
morning and rode to the Pennsylvania sta- 
tion in closed carriages. Crowds of peo- 
ple began forming at the station as early 
as 7 o’clook. The President, Secretary Greah- 
am, and Senator White, after bidding Mr. 
Bayard a cordial farewell, hurried into the car 
as quickly as possible. The crowds then sur- 
rounded the car and oheered the President at 
every opportunity. The regular express train 
rolled into the station at 8:01 o'clock. The 
special car was quickly attached, and the train 
drew out on its way to Washington. 

Previous to the train’s arrival, and when the 
crew of the shifting engine were preparing to 
move the special carin position, several young 
men attempted to olimb on the platform on 
which the President was standing. They en- 
deavored to grasp his hand. Mr. Cleveland 
noticed the preparations of the trainmen and 
remarked: *‘ Be careful, boys; don’t get hurt 
This is a bad place for congratulations.” 

The President was standing on the platform 
when the car was drawn out on the main track. 
The train pulled out of the station slowly. The 
crowds cheered again and again. Mr. Cleve- 
land took off his hat and stood bareheaded until 
the rear of the train had passed from the shed. 
Then he turned and went into the oar. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—President Cleveland, 
Secretary Gresham, and Senator White of 
Louisiana arrived in Washington this morning 
from Wilmington via the Pennsylvania Road.

DIAMONDS FOR THE FAIR,

DerTRoI!T, Mich., April 10.—T women and three 
women, baving the appearance of middle-class 
foreigners, came overfrom Windsor, Ontario, on 
aferryboat this morning. In their possession 
Was @ package about as large as a five-pound 
starch box. It was about half full of what 
looked like the purest white diamonds. Each 
diamond was wrapped in cotton and tissue 

paper. 

The party undertook to explain in broken 
English that they were not smuggling, but In- 
spector Daniels took all five of them to the 
Custom House.

There ia considerable speculation 
whether the diamonds are genuine and the 
New-York experts were deceived or whether the 
diamonds are to be sold as genuine sparklers to 
wealthy people vieiting the fair. If they are 
really paste, they are very fine imitations.

Judge Gresham Heversed. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—One of the decisions of 
Judge Gresham, while on the bench of the Circuit 
Court forthe Seventh Judicial Circuit, was before 
the Supreme Conart to-day on appeal, and the court 
reversed his finding. 

One of the members of the firm of Perry Brothers, 
manufacturing jewelers of Chicago, traveling as 
agent of the firm, started from Springfield to Peters- 
barg, IIL, Jan. 30, 1885, over the Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pacifico Railroad. He carried a trunk containing 
his samples, valued at about $10,000; it was checke 
as ‘“‘ personal baggage,” neither Perry nor the rail- 
road agent asking any questions nor making any 
statements regarding the contents of the trunk. 

En route to Petersburg the train jumped the track, 
and the baggage car, with its contents, was de- 
stroyed by tire.

SENATORS DO MUCH TALAING. 


THEIR SUBJECT WAS THE DECISIONS 
ABOUT RAILROAD EMPLOYEES. 


WASHINGTON, April 10,—The recent decision 
of Judges Taft and Ricks in Ohio and Speer in 
Georgia in relation to the righta and duties of 
railroad employes came up in ths Senate to-day 
in connection with a resolution instructing the 
Committee on Inter-State Commerce to inquire 
into that and other subjects.

The remarks by 
Senators Gorman of Maryland and Voorhees of 
Indiana as to the effect of those decisions being 
to convert railroad employes into serfs and gal- 
ley slaves were oritioized by Mr. Platt (Rep., 
Conn.,) as intemperate and as merely intended 
to excite the passions of the laboring man. 

A resolution for a committee to walt on the 
Presigent and inform him that the Senate is 
ready to adjourn sine die was offered andagreed 
to, without question; but subsequently a mo- 


tion to reconsider was made by Mr. Hoar, (Rep., 
fm and was entered, to be called up here- 
er, 

Mr. Hoar’s reason for moving to reconsider 
Was understood to ve his determination, if pos- 
sible, to force the Senate to take action in the 
way of investigating the case of Senator Roach 
of North Dakota. Resolutions to investigate 
Mr. Roach’s case and that of Mr. Power of Mon- 
tana were offered by Senators Hoar and Chand- 
ler, and went over without action. 

In pursuance of the same purpose Mr. Hoar 
successfully resisted a motion to proceed to ex- 
ecutive business.

EMPLOYES UNDULY WORRIED, 


NO WHOLESALE 
FROM THE 


DISCHARGES OF MEN 
DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA. 


WASHINGTON, April 10,—A good deal of aflarry 
has been created among the Treasury employes 
who are residents of the District of Columbia, 
and accredited to the Distrios, by the announce- 
ment, made without authority, that Secretary 
Carlisle was. about to dismiss all those em- 
ployes in exeess of the quota belonging to the 
District and to replace them with employes 
from various States. The District newspapers, 
without ascertaining the facts, have been deal- 
ing out misery to the readers of those papers in 
large doses. 

Secretary Carlisle has at last been obliged to 
take notice of the reports in a denial of them 
atsome length. He says: 

“I cannot understand why the newspapers 
have created such a flurry and caused so mach 
trepidation in the unclassified service in the de- 
partment. The Secretary never made such a 
statement, and never contemplated such action. 
Our attention was calied to the fact by Senators 
and Representatives that they were unable to 
obtain their allowance of appointments, 

“ An investigation was then made, and it was 
learned that though the law allows the District 
but eleven appointments, there were just 
1,155. I then determined, and still intend, that 
in making future appointments an effort will be 
made to have the States receive as nearly as 

oseible what the law allows them. But the 

dea of rectifying this matter by wholesale dis- 
cbarges was never thought of. I am very sorry 
that this policy should have been credited to 
moe, for it is unjust and untrue.”’

MR, LAMONT 18 EVEN WAYLAID ON THE 
RAILROAD TRAINS, 


WasnHincton, April 10.—Secretary Lamont 
was not at the War Department to-day, and to 
those who sought an interview it was said that 
he would not be at his desk until to-morrow.

WORLD'S FAIR VISITORS 


MEETING OF THE CITY COMMIT- 
TEE TO ENTERTAIN THEM. 


PERMANENT OFFICERS CHOSEN WITH 
THE MAYOR AS CHAIRMAN—THB 
CITY COMMITTEE AND THAT OF THE 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE WILL AID 
EACH OTHER—3UB-COMMITTERS. 


The Committee of One Hundred appointed by 
Mayor Gilroy to consult with him as to the ex- 
penditure of the $50,000 which the Legislature 
has authorized the olty to expend in the enter- 
tainment of distinguished visitors who come 
here to proceed to the World’s Fair, and for 
other purposes connected with the Columbus 
celebration, met yesterday in the Governor's 
Room in the City Hall. 

There wasavery large number of the com- 
mitteemen present, including John H. Inman, 
Perry Belmont, George J. Gould, ex- Mayor Ed- 
s0n, ox-Mayor Cooper, Gen. Martin T. MoMa 
hon, Col. George B. McClellan, President of the 
Board of Aldermen; Henry Villard, J. Edward 
Simmons, De Witt J. Seligman, ©. O. Baldwin, 
and Joseph J. O’Donohue. 

The Mayor stated the object for which the 
committee was appointed. A committee, with 
Joseph J. O’Donohue as its Chairman, was then 
appointed to nominate permanent officers. 
They reported Mayor Thomas F. Gilroy for 
Chairman, Theodore W. Myers for Treasurer, 
George B. MoClellan, John J. Gilroy, and George 
Trimble Davidson for Secretaries, and Perry 
Belmont and Gen. Horace Porter for Vice 
Presidents. All were elected. 

The Mayor pointed out that the committse 
would continue until late inthe year, because 
it would have to do with everything pertaining 
tothe celebration so far as the city is con- 
oerned. 

Mr. Simmons offered a resolution providing 
that the Federal authorities be consulted as to 
what plans had been made to entertain the vis- 
itors during the naval review. 

Henry Villard, Chairman of the committee 
appointed by the Chamber of Commerce for the 
entertainment of the visitors at the time of the 
naval parade, said that the Chamber of Com- 
merce took hold of the matter when it did not 
appearthat any other body was going to do 
anything. Invitations were about to be issued 
to the Admirals and commanding officers of the 
ships. Madison Square Garden had been se- 
cured for a big banquet to be given to all the 
naval officers on the night of April 27, but this 


was done by citizens and not by the members of 
the Chamber of Commerce committee. They 
had acted as individuals. There will be about 
200 naval officers at this banquet. 

“There will be no collision between the com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce and the 
committee appointed by the Mayor,” said Mr. 
Villard. 

J. Edward Simmons said he doubted whether 
it would be wise for the committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to continue, inasmuch as the 
committee appointed by the Mayor had taken 
hold, Mr Simmons then renewed his motion, 
and it was carried.

MATERIALS FOR THE LIBERTY BELL 

Rare coins and souvenirs of gold and silver 
are accumulating in large quantities in 
Troy, where they will enter into the 
composition of the thirteen-thousand-pound 
liberty bell which the Daughters of the 
Revolution propose to place on exhibition at 
the World’s Fair. This great bell will be cast 
by the Clinton H. Meneely Company on April 
30, that date being the anniversary of George 
Washington’s first inauguration as President. 

It is expected that Mrs. Cleveland will on that 
day press an electric button in the White House 
which shall give the signal in the foundry at 
Troy toletthe molten metal flow. Contribn- 
tions of valuable metallic articles, some of 
peculiar historic interest, have thus far been 
received from various sections of the country. 


They include gold rings and bracelets, old coins, 
silver speons, cups, and sword hilts, and bronze 
ornaments. 

Robert T. Lincoln sent a link from the gold 
watch chain worn by the martyred President at 
the time that he was shot. A patriotic woman 
forwarded a bronze cup once used in the family 
of Thomas Jefferson. 

Each of the express companies has agreed to 
carry articles given for this bell from any part 
of the country to Troy free of charge if weigh- 
ing less than ten pounds. Such packages should 
be plainly addressed “ The Clinton H, Meneely 
Bok Company, Troy, N. Y. For the Columbian 
Liberty Bell.” ‘

CHART OF CHIVAGO’S HARBOR. 
WASHINGTON, April 10.—One of the most ar 
tistic charts which have been issued from the 
Hydrographio Office of the navy appeared to- 
day by authority of Chief Hydrographer Clover. 
It is a chart of the Lake Michigan shore for a 
length of twenty-six miles, embracing the City 
of Chicago andsuburbs. Soundings are shown 
in feet, in addition to the nature of the bottom. 
The buoys, lights, and harbor marks are plainiy 
indicated. The soundings extend out inte the 
lake oighs tailes from the shore. 

The formation upon which the chart was 
based was gathered by the United States ship 
Michigan, and the material has been put in con- 
dition since last November, being the quickest 
work the office has ever performed.

He made the statement 
that he “ hashed the stomach and intestines.” 
The “ hash”’ was submitted to a chemical proc- 
cess, which reduced itto six residues. Two 
alone were of importance. Various processes 
of purification were yoyee 

ne residue, when it ha d undergone the proc- 

ess of evaporation and purification, gave a 
ig which was granular but not crystal- 
ized. This was the residue that was supposed 
to contain the atropine. The other important 
residue was yellowjin color and net crystallized. 
This was put through five separats tests to see 
if it would give reactions peculiar to morphine 
with affirmative results. , 
In regard to the morphine he was quite cer- 
tain. At least one-tenth of a grain had been 
found by the analysis, and Prof. Witthaus said 
he believed, from the finding of that quantity 
and the knowledge that the woman was ina 
coma for thirty-six hours before she died, and 
that her body had been in the ground for forty- 
five days, that the one-tenth of a grain was 
what remained of at least four or five grains of 
morphine which had been administered Jto her. 
“Did you find any chloral?” asked Mr. Nicoll. 
“None at all,”’ was the answer. 
This reply would seem to do away with the 
idea that an overdose of chloral, a drug pre- 
scribed by Dr. Molntyre for Mra. Buchanan, 
was responsible for the coma in which she died. 
Prof. Witthaus testified at length in regard to 
experiments which he had made with the res- 
idue from the stomach containing morphine 
and with small doses of morphine on live frogs. 
The one that had been given a dose of the mor- 
phine residue from the stomach died after thir- 
ty-six hours. It is a coincidence that Mrs. 
Buchanan died thirty-six hours after she was 
taken sick. A oat had been used for experi- 
ments with the residue from the stomach sup- 
posed to contain atropine. {This residue 
was dissolved in water, and then some of it 
dropped into the cat's eyes to see if it would re- 
sult of the enlarging of the pestis. This was 
repeated once or twice and then #he cat’s eyes 
closed. Two hours later the lids were opened 
and tbe pupil of one eye was found to be en- 
larged. This indicated the presence of atro- 
pine, but other teste failed. 
“So you cannot swear that there was atro- 
na in the stomach!” asked Mr. Nicoll 

isappointedly. 
“IT cannot,” was the answer. “All the tests 
did not prove it.” 
The cross-examination of Prof. Witthaus will 
begin this morning, and itis promised will re- 
sult in many sensational developments. 





MORE MYSTEKY AT M:LLVILLS.

ATTEMPT TO KILL A MAN WHO WAS A 
WITNESS IN THE TRYNOR CASE. 


MILLVILLE, N. J., April 10.—This morning at 
about 4 o’clock the house of Thomas Basnett, 
near South Vineland, was discovered by neigh- 
bors to be on fire, and when they arrived at the 
scene they found Mr. Basnett lying on the 
ground near the burning building with his skull 
crushed in. 

Mr. Basnett was one of the chief witnesses in 
the case of James FP. Trynor, who was found 
dead in suspicions circumstances Saturday. 
The case is nysterious. 

That a murderous assault was made upon Mr. 
Basnett when hie house was fired there is no 
doubt. The physician found two bullet holes in 
his head. One bal] entered over the right eye 
and came out over the left. The head is cov- 
ered with bruises made by some blunt instru- 
ment. 

At 8 o’clook this morning Mr. Basnett became 
conscious and thade a short statement. Hesaid 
that at4 o’clock this morning he found himeelf 
lying on the floor of his bedroom, which was 
filled with smoke. The house was only ,one 
atory high, and heerawied to the window and 

ot out. This was all he was able tosay, and 

e again became unconscious. 

This afternoon Mr. Basnett regained con- 
eciousness, and was able and willing to talk to 
the officials. The State Attorney had a long con- 
sultation with him, but refused to make public 
what was said. 

Mr. Basnett’s physicians say that he will re- 
cover unless some complication arises. 

Mr. Basnett’s trunk was found near the burned 
house. It had been broken open and rifled of 
valuable papers. he house was burned to the 
ground 

In the rnins to-day was found a jackknife cov- 
ered with blood, which has been turned over to 
the Coroner. 

Members of the Italian family who formerly 
lived with Trynor and left him only a few days 
before he was found dead visited Mr. Basnett 
yesterday, it is said. Warrants have been 
issued for their arrest. 

The greatest excitement prevails. 


TRYNOR’S BODY EXHUMED. 


EXAMINATION MAKING TO ASCERTAIN 
CAUSE OF HIS DEATH. 


VINELAND, N. J., April 10.—The Coroner’s 
jury in the case of James P. Trynor, who died 
Saturday at his home near South Vineland in 
suspicious circumstances, viewed the body this 
morning, and then the inquest was adjourned 
until 3 o’clock this afternoon to allow the 
Coroner, County Physician, and State Attor- 
ney to goto South Vineland and endeavor to ob- 
tain a statement from Thomas Basnett, the dead 
man’s next-door neighbor. 

When the officials returned this afternoon 
from the bedside of Thomas Basnett they de- 
cided to have a post-inortem examination of 
the remains of James P. Trynor made at once to 
settle all doubt as to whether or not he had 
been poisoned. 

Accordingly, the inquest has been adjourned 
until to-morrow morning. In the meantime ex- 
citement is at fever heat and the most absurd 
rumors are afloat.

Rouse, a widow, residing in Haddonfield, and 
his son-in-law from Virginia arrived in Vine- 
land to-day.

THE NAVAHOE DOES MUCH BETTER. 


HER SECOND TRIP A SUCCESS —SHE 
HOLDS WELL UP TO THE WIND. 


BRIsToL, R.1I., April 10.—A close observer cf the 
trip made yesterday by the Navahooe noted a consid- 
erable difference in the boat over the trial trip made 
last Monday. Though the wind was much lighter 
anc therefore not so good as the heavy breeze of the 
first day to test the yacht’s sail-carrying capacity, 
yet she seemed to heel less easily and was in much 
better trim. She didnot have her centreboard in, 
but did have several tons more of her lead ballast 
aboard. 

Inthe rather light northwest wind she moved 
very fast and showed what might be expected of her 


in light breezes. Her sails set well, and, although 
there was considerable ‘‘tiow’’ to the wainsail next 
the mast, yet there were no hard places and fow 
wrinkles. In short, there was nothing about the 
sail which would not come out under proper care in 
stretching. The mainsail still lacks two or three 
Icet of covering to the end of the bow, so that there 
is plenty of room for it to vome to shape. 

In working to wiudward the yacit held up to 
where she was pointed about as well as if she had 
had her centreboard in, and could be made to shoot 
long distances to windward in tacking. Her ability 
to hold her headway when put up into the wind was 
shown as she came for the buoy at the end of the 
trip. She was then given what seemed to observers 
an unusual amount of room in which to lose her 
headway, but even then she went beyond the buoy 
before she was brought ~~ 

Both the Messra. Herreshoff are much pleased with 
the trip, and say thatthe boat is coming up to the 
expectations they have always had about her. No 
further trips will be made until the centreboar’ is 
in, and that means not before the lastof this week 
or the first of next. 

Mr. Carroll is now stopping at Newport so that he 
may be nearer the boat than when in New-York.

THE PAINE BOAT GROWS RAPIDLY. 

Boston, Mass., April 10.—The big strike of boiler- 
makersand iron workers which is now on in this 
city has not affected the work on the Paine cup de- 
fender now building at Lawley’s City Point Yard, 
although it had been given out that such would be 
the case, Some sixty-five or seventy men of the 
striking union are employed at the yard, and would 
have caused serious delay had they gone out with 
the others. 

The men are stillat work, however, for the strike 
is for nine hours and Lawley’s men have been work- 
ing only nine hours for some months past. So work 
on the Paine boat and on the forty-six-footer Carnita 
ie still being pushed, greatly to the satisfaction of 
the owners as well as the builders. 

The plating of the Paine boat has been begun. 
Sparmakers in another part of the yard have finished 
roughing out the mast and are now hollowing out 
the main boom, Both spars are handsome sticks of 
Oregon pine, and the boom seems well dried out. 
Both are considerably over 90 feet in length, but 
will be shortened some in the making. 

The Carnita is receiving her fin. It is made of 
two plates which are separated from each other 
about six inches where they join the keel, and are 
drawn close together atthe bottom, where the lead 
is to be bolted on. 


THE VALKYRIE DEFEATED. 

At the international regatta at Nice recently only 
two events were on the programme. The weather 
was unfavorable, a high wind prevailing and the sea 
being rough.

THE DIVERSION OF FKEIGHT. 


———_.>_—_—- 
AN OFFICIAL INQUIRY INTO THE POLICY 


OF THE CONSOLIDATED ROAD. 


Boston, April 10.—The Committee on Railroads 
of the Legislature began an investigation to-day to 
ascertain if the New-York, New-Haven and Hart- 
ford Railroad had been guilty of discrimination 
against the New-York and New-Enygland Koad in the 
matter of diverting freight from that road to the Old 
Colony. Both sides were represented by counsel. 

Ex-Gov. Long, for the fruit and produce men of 
Boston, atated that it was of the greatest importance 
that the dealers in perishable fruit and produce 
should have adequate facilities, which they get at 
the New-York and New-England freight yards, but 
notatthe Providence Station yards of the Old Col- 
ony. The ‘havea right to have their goods sent 
over the New-York and New-England Road, but 
their orders to have them so sent are wilfully and 
deliberately disobeyed by the New-Haven Com- 
pany, which sends them over the Providence divi- 
sion. In one case last week written orders to have 
them so sent had been changed by the New-Haven 
Company. Such conduct has resuited in great loss 
to members of the Produce Exchange. 

Mr. J. H. Bennett of the Produce Exchange testi- 
tied to the superiority of the terminal facilities of 
the New-York and New-England in Boston and the 
etforts of the fruit and produce men to have their 
goods come over that road instead of the Olid Colony, 
whose facilities for delivery were meagre in com- 
parison, aud of the persistent balking of these efforts 
by the New-York, New-Haven and Hartford of- 
ticials, who continually diverted the freight to the 
Old Colony, when in many cases it had been billed 
by the New-Eugland Company. Mr. Bennett said 
the merchants had uot been to the Kailroad Commis- 
sioners as yet,not knowing that they had jurisdiction, 
whereupon Mr. Benton of counsel forthe Consoli- 
dated Koad said that the oflicers of that road would 
obey any orders from the Commissioners. In the 
course of his testimony Mr. Bennett said that Preat- 
dent Clark, when he was with the New-York and 
New-England, did what he agreed to. “What we 
want now.” said Mr. Bennett, “is to get him to 
agree not to divert freight.” 

“And that he will not agree to,” said President 
Clark, who sat near the witness. President Mead 
of the Produce Exchange corroborated Mr. Bennett, 
and an adjournment was taken till Wednesday.

CANADIAN PACIFIC PLANS. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, April 10.—A new schome of 
the Canadian Pacifico Railway Company has just 
leaked out, and although it is denied by the railroad 
oftticials, every one here believes there is more truth 
than poetry in it. For these oilicials always deny 
anything when it first comes out. The scheme is to 
make Quebeo the Atlantio terminus of the road, 
Tho old Champlain Market which is visited by thou- 
sands of Americans every year is to be bought, if 
they have not secured it already. An immense rail- 
road station will be built in its place to accommo. 
date twenty passenger trains atonce. This will be 
alongside of a deep-water wharf, to be built where a 
line of fast steamers, practically owned by the com- 
pany, but under another name, will land passengers 
at any stage of the tide. 

These vessels will draw between twenty-seven 
aud thirty feet of water, being of too much draught 
to come up to Montreal. All this is vouched for by a 
prominent Quebecker who is usually well informed 
in Canadian Pacitic matters, and what lends color 
to the story is that at the annual meeting of the 
shareholcers on May 10 the question of increasing 
the capital stock will come up.

AN IMPORTANT AGREEMENT. 

DETROIT, April 10.—Details of a railroad deal of 
importance have been obtained from high officials of 
the roads injerested. 

The Chicago and Northwestern and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Roads, with their exten- 
sive Wisconsin and Minnesota interests, have had 
their attention called to the difficulty which will be 
encountered at Chicago terminals during the World’s 
Fair. Each road, it is said, has made a trafiicar- 
rangement with the Kewaunee, Green Bay and 
Western, a twenty-niue-mile line running from 
Kewaunee to Greon Bay, Wis. Atthis latter point 
both the St. Paul and the Northwestern have ter- 
minal facilities. Itis the intention to handle the 
traffic by way of this route to Kewaunee, thence in 
bulk by way of the Toledo, Ann Arborand North 
Michigan transfer boat line to Frankfort, Mich., 
thence to ‘ioledo by the Toledo, Ann Arbor, and 
North Michigan, and thence eastward and south- 
eastward by the Lake Shere, The Lake shore is 
also a party to the contract and agrees in turn to 
give the. Toledo, Aun Arbor aud North Michigan a 
large share of its Northwest business, which will 
includes shipments of Hocking Valley coal and gen- 
eral merchandise.

MR. OLNEY’S RAILROAD CONNECTIONS. 

NEW-YoORK, April 90.—It can be denied on ex- 
cellent authority that Attorney General Richard 
Olney has resigned from his connection with the 
Boston and Maine Railroad as Director and counsel. 
He was in Boston last Thursday and attended a 
meeting of the Boston and Maine Board, but he 
made no remarks indicating that he c@ntemplated a 
resignation; at least, 80 says one of the Directors. 
Mr. Olney is also Director in the Chicago, Burling- 
ten and Quincy, and counsel for that couipauy, and 
friends of the Administration in Washington have 
been hoping that Mr. Olney would soon relinquish 
his active uusiness irterests and thus remove the 
ground for criticism which at present exists.

CHICAGO LAKE-FRONT CASES. 

WASHINGTON, April 10.—The Supreme Court to- 
day, by Justice Field, deliveredfits declaration upon 
the latest moves in the Chicago lake-front cases 
which settles them as far asthe court is concerned. 
Justice Field announced that the patition of Corpora- 
tion Counsel Miller for the issue of mandates to ex- 
ecoute the judgment of the court, expressed some 
weeks ago, would be granted and the mandates is- 
sued.

Twoimportant measures affecting elec- 
tions are to come before the State Senate 
to-day after having passed the Assembly. 
These are the Blanket-Ballot bill and the 
Personal-Registration bill. Both of these 
would effect still further improvement in 
the safeguards which have been thrown 
about the ballot box in the last few years. 
The Blanket-Ballot bill will doubtless be 
‘passed, either with or without the provis- 
ion for party emblems, but the fate of the 
Registration bill is uncertain. The Repub- 
lican Senators are understood to be opposed 
to it, and the Democratic majority is weak- 
ened by the absence of two Senators on ac- 
count of illness. There is no valid ground 
for opposing the bill, since it was amended 
80 as to require personal attendance every 
year for registration only in cities aud in- 
corporated villages. It does not affect 
those who are remote from polling places 
and whose names are once upon the list, so 
long as they continue to be entitled to vote 
in the district. 





The official trial of the Detroit, which is 
now about to take place, should prove pe- 
culiarly interesting from the circumstances 
of her construction. She was originally 
designed to make 18 knote, but the first 
bids for building her were above the limit 
fixed by Congress. In that dilemma Secre- 
tary TRAcY reduced the contract speed to 
17 knots, and such was the confidénce felt 
in her ability to beat that speed, and there- 
by earn a handseme premium, that in the 
next series of bids all were well below the 
limit. The Columbian ‘Iron Works of Bal- 
timore made the lowest offer for her and 
for the Montgomery, and now there is some 





curiosity to know whether the Detroit may 
not beat-even the originally-demanded 18 
knots on the designs of Chief Engineer 
MezLvVILLe for her machinery and Chief 
Constructor Wiison for her hull. Her 
contractors’ trial was interfered with by 
the ice, so that the usual modes of guessing 
what she can accomplish on the official run 
are somewhat wanting. Whatever her 
speed, she should prove an immediately 
useful addition to the navy, as her moder- 
ate displacement, of abont 2,000 tons, and 
correspondingly moderate draught will 
make her available on some foreign sta- 
tions where the need of vessels no larger, 
for special service, has long been felt.

The illness of Judge GILDERSLEEVE is 
vory plausibly attributed to the foul air of 
the Court House. The same cause has pro- 
duced the same result in many other cases. 
Small palliatives have been employed for 
the bad ventilation of the building, but a 
thorough reconstruction of it is the only 
device that will makeita proper place in 
which to do business and such a recon- 
struction would involve an almost total 
demolition. Wherefore, among other ac- 
counts, it is wonderful that the Mayor 
should have objected to the demolition of 
the ugly and disgraceful building in order 
to provide a suitable site for the City Hall 
His notion that the affections of New-York 
twine around the Court House is peculiar, 
if not unique. 


We presume that the Dominion Govern- 
ment will regard favorably the proposi- 
tion that agents of our Government shall 
be placed at Canadian ports of entry and 
quarantine stations and be permitted to 
assist in the inspection of immigrants and 
to give certificates to those who are on 
their way to places in the United States. 
It is well known that many immigrants 
have already entered this country from 
Canadian ports this Spring, and that many 
more are intending to take this route.

“KEEP ON FIGHTING” 


Two eminent advocates of Republican- 
ism and high tariff are reported by the Re- 
publican papers as having made recently 
stirring appeals to their followers. One of 
them is the late President of the United 
States, Mr. BreNJAMIN .HARRISON, whose 
views are said to have been packed into 
the single phrase, ‘‘ Keep on fighting.” The 
other is the late Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and the responsible author of 
the present tariff law, Gov. McKINLEY of 
Ohio. He is reported to have used lan- 
guage singularly like that of Mr. Harki- 
SON, borrowing Mr. Lxyooun’s famous 
declaration: “This fight must go on.” 
These assertions we accept with gratifica- 
tion. They indicate a spirit that is not 
only creditable to their authors and con- 
sistent with the known courage and reso- 
lution of these gentlemen and statesmion, 
but one thatis also essential to the evolu- 
tion of a sound policy of government for a 
free people under representative instita- 
tions. Both Mr. Harrison and Mr. Mc- 
Kintry have within the past year gone 
through experiences that might well chill 
their fervor and deaden any personal am- 
bition by which they were animated. 

Mr. HARRISON, after four years in the 
chief executive office, and after a victory 
over powerful rivals in the nominating 
convention of his party, was defeated in 
the election by the Democratic candidate 
whom he had defeated four years before, 
and this in a manner so decisive that it 
might well have discouraged him as to the 
possibility of his party’s return to power in 
this generation. Mr. MoKINLry, during 
the session of Congress in which the tariff 
law that bears his name @vas debated and 
passed, enjoyed a prominence and exercised 
a degree of power rarely achieved by any 
Representative. He became the logical 
candidate of his party as a succes- 
sor to Mr. HARRISON, and, when he 
allowed his name to be presented 
to the convention, it was natural 
that he should have expected to see it ac- 
cepted by the majority of that body. He 
was disappointed in that expectation. He 
then gave his utmost efforts to secure the 
election of the successful nominees, feeling 
that the real issue in the canvass had been 
made by him and that his standing with 
the country was as directly involved as 
that of Mr. HaRRISON, if not more so. The 
crushing defeat that followed at the polls 
fell with peculiar weight upon him. But 
now, it seems, he is not less ready than his 
party and rival to continue the struggle. 
We trast that both of them are very much 
in earnest and that they will do everything 
in their power to bring the contest to a re- 
sult that shall be entirely satisfactory to 
them. 

But they must not forget what the 
“fight ” really is or what they will have to 
do to accomplish their ends. It may be 
said at the outset that the one thing they 
must dois to convince the majority of the 
American people that the decision of last 
year was anerror. So far as Messrs. Har- 
RISON and MCKINLEY are concerned the 
decision was very simple. They asked the 
people to leave the framing and enforcing 
of tariff laws in their hands, with the 
avowed undertaking that tariff taxation 
should not be reduced, but should rather 
be increased. That was the burden of all 
their professions in the late canvass. There 
was no admission by them of any serious 
faults or vices in the tariff, of any unjust 
advantages conferred on favored interests, 
or unjust impositions upon the great body 
of consumers. There was no intimation 
that *‘trusts” had been fostered by the 
tariff, or that the party in power had been 
demoralized by its dependence on the 
money made from special privileges 
granted to monopolies. There was no 
suggestion of relief to manufacturers 
by the decrease of duties on materials or 
of help for the laboring classes by an in- 
creased foreign demand for the products of 
their labor. Now, if Messrs. HARRISON and 
MoKINLEY and their party friends really 
intend to “keep on fighting” on the lines 
of last year’s struggle, the people will only 
be more and more enlightened as to the 





real nature and effect of their fiscal and 
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political policies. That is a desirable re- 
sult, and we hope that they will not abate 
a jot of heart or hope in pursuing it in their 
own way. 

Probably, however, this would not be the 
line these gentlemen would pursue, They 
would be more likely to fall back on gen- 
eral or specific criticism of the party that 
has replaced their own in power. That 
also will be heartily welcome. We have 
seen how pitifully the Republican Party 
was first misled, then weakened, and 
finally debauched by unchecked prosper- 
ity. We do not pretend that the Demo- 
cratic Party can be trusted forever with 
power. We shall be heartily glad to see it 
subjected to the most searching examina- 
tion of its conduct and its motives. If it 
deserves continued success, it will bear 
such examination. If it cannot bearit, the 
people will know how to take care of it. 
By all means “ keep on fighting.” 
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VIEWS. 

Mr. NATHAN APPLETON sends to the Sun 
his opinions as to the proposed annexation 
of the Hawaiian Islands, and our neighbor 
calls them “important views.” Mr. Ap- 
PLETON says: 

‘It seems inexplicable that our people should 
regard this important question with so great 
indifference, if not hostility. Itis to be hoped 
we shall not allow this priceless gem to slip 
through our fingers. Wedo not want any pro- 
tectorate, with all ita possible complications. 
We ought to accept without delay the gift of 
Hawaii from the people in the spirit in which it 
has been offered. This is a question of urgency, 
which should take precedence of all others now 
before the Executive and Senate of the Nation.” 


This is not Mr. APPLETON’s first appear- 
ance as an earnest advocate of great 
projects. For sevenyears he was employed 
by FERDINAND DE LESSEPS as a “ general 
agent,” at a salary of 20,000f. per annum. 
His labors are described in the following 
extract from a report of his examination by 
the Fellows committee: 

“Q. What did you do to earn your salary? 

“A, When I had time to write an article 
about the eanal, or to be interviewed, I availed 
myself of the opportunities. I delivered ad- 
dresses and spent three weeks on the isthmus 
for the company.”

A HASTY JUDGMENT, 

Aman in Mayor GILROY’s position ought, 
it seems to us, to maintain an attitude of 
open-mindedness upon a subject of so much 
importance as providing the city with 
facilities for rapid transit, and not take 
positive ground against any proposition 
without a careful consideration of its 
merits. The plan submitted to the Com- 
missioners on Saturday was a novel one 
and it came from a source which gave it 
prima facie a good standing from a finan- 
cial and constitutional point of view. 
Mayor Gitroy has made haste to declare 
himself as unalterably opposed “to it or 
anything likeit.” He speaks with so much 
positiveness and so much emphasis as to in- 
dicate a rooted hostility to the commission’s 
whole plan for an finderground system. 
There are indications of such a hostility in 
certain quarters not unconnected with an 
alliance for the promotion of the elevated 
railway interests and those of the organi- 
zation supposed tocontrol the local author- 
ities at the sacrifice of the interests of the 
people in genuine rapid transit. 

We do not believe that Mayor GIL- 
ROY shares in that particular hostility 
from any unworthy motives, but it would 
be better for him to show toward all prop- 
ositions for rapid transit a readiness to 
consider them and to hear what is to be 
saidin their favor. By pronouncing such 
a hasty judgment he lays his own state- 
ments open to serious criticism. On the 
face of them they appear ill considered and 
in some measure inconsistent, and he weak- 
ens his position by a display of bias and a 
disposition to declare positively offhand 
upon a question that requires candid ex- 
amination. He declares ina dogmatic way 
that the proposed road *‘ would cost $100,- 
000,000 and not $50,000,000,” while the 
latter figure is the-estimate of competent 
engineers who have made a careful study 
of the matter. The Wilson plan proposes 
an actual expenditure in construction of 
allthe capital raised, and the loose esti- 
mates of $100,000,000 have always as- 
sumed the floating of bonds, the giving 
away of stock, and the customary methods 
of private speculative ventures. 

The question of constitutionality is not 
one for assumption, and no one can pro- 
nounce positively upon it until it is pre- 
sented in definite form and regarded judi- 
cially. The city cannot loan its credit toa 
private corporation or invest in the stock 
of the latter. It could, with the authority 
of the Legislature, raise funds for the con- 
struction of a railroad on its own account, 
and after its construction it could doubt- 
less sell it to a corporation. That would 
be a method of accomplishing the object 
without violating the constitutional inhi- 
bition. Is it fair to callit anevasiont The 
company would at no time use the credit 
of the city for itself, and the benefit to be 
secured by it would be a public benefit 
rather than that of the corporation. 

The Mayor's statement shows the weak- 
ness of haste conspicuously where he says 
that there could be no better argument 
that the proposed road would not pay than 
the admission that a6 per cent. rate of in- 
terest on corporate bonds would be too 
burdensome. Of course everybody knows 
that the chief object in having the city 
build the road, or furnish the funds, is to 
get the benefit of the low rate of interest 
at which it can raise money for the pur- 
pose. The Mayor cannot fail to see the 
difference thatit would make to the suc- 
cess and profit of any enterprise involving 
large cost of construction, whether a rapid- 
transit road or an interoceanic canal, be-

Mr. GiLroy’s opposition will probably be 
decisive, if it is persisted in, and it might 
perhaps be sustained by‘tound considera- 
tions intheend. But it seems to us that 
he ought not to be hasty in taking positive 
ground upon a subject of so much public 
interest and importance. He should be 
willing to examine with candor and a mind 
open to conviction any really weighty 
proposition for solving the problem of 
rapid transit, which is nota mere matter 
of “private enterprise,” but a public 
municipal question of the first importance. 
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FUETHER WATERSHED LEGISLA- 
TION, 

The Assembly Committee on Cities is to 
give a hearing at Albany to-day upon the 
question of further legislation for the pro- 
tection of the water supply of this city 
from pollution. It has two bills before it 
for the amendment of the present law. 
One of these is known as the Academy of 
Medicine amendment, and provides for a 
commission to make and enforce the neces- 
sary regulations. The other confers upon 
the Commissioner of Public Works of the 
city substantially the same powers that 
would be exercised by the special commis- 
sion if it were created. 

There seems to be little probability that 
the bill urged by the Academy of Medicine 
will find favor with the majority, either of 
the committee or of the Legislature, but 
it is very important that all necessary 
power should be lodged somewhere. It 
is also important that competent expert 
knowledge and judgment in sanitary mat- 
ters should be applied in determining what 
is to be done for the protection of the 
water supply after the obvious nuisances 
that are plainly polluting it have been 
clearedaway. Tho Legislature should not 
adjourn and leave any uncertainty about 
the power of some lawful authority to do 
what needs to be done and to do it without 
delay. One point of importance to which 
we have heretofore referred is whether the 
limit of expenditure laid down in the Web- 
ster act will allow sufficient means for 
what needs to be done at once. The com- 
mittee and the Legislature should be im- 
pressed with the importance of dealing 
with this question now with sole reference 
to protecting the public health. 


WITH THE HELP OF THE TARIFF. 
In their comments upon the rather lan- 
guid condition of the steel-rail trade some 
of our contemporaries overlook the effect 
of a close combination of manufacturers 
and themaintenance of combination prices. 
It is true that the consumption of rails in 
this country depends in part upon the con- 
struction of new roads, and that the average 
annual addition to the railroad mileage for 
the last four years has been less than 5,000 
miles, as compared with nearly 7,000 miles 
in 1888 and nearly 13,000 in 1887. But 
there is also a large demand for rails to be 
used in the place of those which have 
become worn and in the construction of ad- 
ditional tracks on old roads. The mainte- 
nance of a uniform high price by the sup- 
pression of competition has undoubtedly 
tended to restrict consumption, 

The tariff duty of $13.44 per ton pre- 
vents the importation of rails. The quan- 
tity produced inthe United Statesin the 
last calendar year was about 1,500,000 
tons, and only $47 tons were imported. The 
price of rails at Liverpool, free on board 
for shipment, has for a long time been 
about $19.50 per ton. The combination 
price at Eastern millsin this country is 
$29, and until three or four months ago it 
was $30. Mr. Harrison’s Commissioner 
of Labor reported that the difference be- 
tween the labor cost here and the labor 
cost in Eugland was only $3.78 per ton, so 
that aduty of $4 would more than meet 
the requirements of the last Republican 
platform. The reduction of the duty to 
$4 would, in ail probability, restore com- 
petition in the domesticindustry. It would 
then be possible to lay down foreign rails 
at this port for $26, and the manufacturers’ 
combination would be forced to reduce its 
price. 

We do not think that there would be 
any considerable importation of rails if 
the duty should be reduced from $13.44 
to $4, Such a reduction would be accom- 
panied, in all probability, by the removal 
of the present duties on iron ore and bitu- 
minous coal and a large reduction of the 
duty on pig iron. These changes would 
tend to cut down the cost of the rail- 
makers’ raw materials, and the possibility 
of competition from abroad would either 
restore competition at home or compel the 
combination to be satisfied with a reason- 
able price. 

The recent history of the steel-beam in- 
dustry shows how prices and consumption 
are affected by a restoration of competitive 
conditions. For many years the makers 
of steel beams maintained a close combina- 
tion, and their uniform price was $73.92 
per ton, or 3 3-10 cents per pound, until 
the last year or two of the combination’s 
existence, when it was $69.44. A tariff 
duty of $28, added to a natural protection 
that was equivalent to at least 25 per 
cent., enabled them to exact this price 
and still to control the home market. 

About two years ago the combination was 
dissolved. There was animmediate and a 
large reduction of price, and this reduction 
has since been increased. The price of steel 
beams at Pittsburg now is only $39.20, The 
reduction has been43 per cent. withrespect 
to the latest price of the combination, and 
47 per cent. with respeot to the earlier 
price, which was maintained for several 
years, 








One result has been a marked increase of |

that steel beams at present prices are 
cheaperthan the heavy wooden beams which 
the law would require to be used in place 
of them. While so great a reduction has 
been made inthis branch of the iron and 
steel industry, only a comparatively small 
part of which can be ascribed to thede- 
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cline in the price of pig iron, the cembined 
manufacturers of rails have in the last 
three years reduced their price by only 3 
per cent, althongh the decline of the cost 
of their raw material alone in that time 
would warrant a much larger reduction. If 
they are determined to maintain their com- 
bination they should not be assisted in the 
exaction of high ring prices by tariff duties 
imposed by legislators representing the 
people, 





PENNSYLVANIA PURITANS, 

In no part of this country, not even in 
New-England, is there so strict and fierce 
@ Sabbatarianism as prevails in some 
parts of Pennsylvania. The reason is not 
very far to seek. In no other part of the 
country is there so large a reprosentation 
of the Scotch-Irish element, in which ad- 
herence to principle and a vigorous logic 
are combined with great pugnacity. We 
have seen the effect of this element in the 
procedure of the Orangemen in Ulster and 
in Canada. In Pennsylvania it survives 
mainly in the belief that the fourth com- 
mandment is as binding upon modern 
Christians as it was upon ancient Jews, 
and that a violation of it is a sin that will 
entail national as well as individual pun- 
ishment, 

It was this sentiment of which the de- 
vout Senator Quay made himself the 
mouthpiece in the discussion whether the 
crowds of sojourners in Chicago during the 
World’s Fair should be shut up to a choice 
between the churches and the saloons of 
Chicagoor whether the choice should be 
extended so as to include also the grounds 
and buildings of the World’s Fair: In 
Pittsburg it has shown itself very lately 
in a@ new outbreak of the old warfare upon 
the Sunday newspapers. The familiar and 
just argument that the Sunday papers are 
not so much the products of labor on Sun- 
day as the Monday papers has been met by 
the logical Sabbatarians with an attempt 
to suppress both the Sunday and the Mon- 
day papers. The question what a modern 
community can do without newspapers for 
two days in every week does not embarrass 
the Sabbatarians of Pittsburg any more 
than any question founded in commonsense 
and human reason embarrasses any stick- 
ler for a fixed idea, especially if the fixed 
idea be a religious belief. \ 

Now, there is no doubt that the Sunday 
laws of Pennsylvania prohibit the sale of 
newspapers on Sunday just as do the Sun- 
day laws which were passed in other States 
where the conditions were very different 
from those that now prevail, and where 
the argument that CHILLINGWORTH made 
two hundred years and more ago to show 
that the fourth commandment was not 
binding upon Christians had not penetrat- 
ed the popular intelligence. It happens 
that the Sunday laws of Pennsylvania 
also prohibit much other harmless or nec- 
essary traffic, and the owners of newspa- 
pers in Pittsburg have announced their 
intention of enforcing these prohibitions 
also. This would cause a cessation of 
travel and a stagnation of trafiic through- 
out the State of Pennsylvania. Itis justi- 
fiable enough, but it does not seem to be nec- 
essary. The enforcementof the iaw against 
both Sunday and Monday newspapers 
would suffice to secureitsrepeal It is not 
necessary to supply an additional reductio 
ad absurdum to the advocates of that en- 
forcement. If they enforce it, the very en- 
forcement will reduce it to an absurdity. 








A NEW FOREST COMMISSION. 


—— 
NOT ONE OF THE OLD BOARD RE- 
NOMINATED BY THE GOVERNOR. 


ALBAXY, April 10.—Under the new forestry 
law Gov. Flower sent to the Senate to-night 
five new Forestry Commissioners, failing to re- 
nominate any of the members of the old board. 

The new Commissioners are Franois G. Bab- 


cock of Hornelisville, Col. Samuel J. Tilden of 
New-Lebanon, Columbia County; Dr. Charles 
E. Sohuyler of Plattsburg, Nathan Straus of 
New-York, and William A. Weed of Potsdam. 
All are Democrats but Weed, and ali the Demo- 
crates are Hill Democrats but Mr. Straus. 

Mr. Babcock is President of the Firat Na- 
tional Bank of Hornellsville. He has heen 
allied witn the Hill-Murphy machine since 
1888, and has been one of its foremust clam- 
pions and supporters, 

Col. Bamuel J. Tilden was a Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue under Mr. Clevelaud eight 
years ago, and was converted into the bitterest 
opponent of the Administration when his dis- 
trict was merged into the Saratoga district. He 
was a delegate to Chicago, and signed the peti- 
tion issued by the New-York delegation pro- 
claiming that Mr. Cleveland, if nominated, was 
not competent to carry New-York State. 

Dr. Sohuyler is a millionaire of Plattshurg. 

Mr. Straus is one of the most successful bust- 
ness men in New-York City, a firm friend ef 
President Cleveland, and the only friend the 
Administration can claim on the board. 

Mr. Weed is a prominent lumberman of 8t. 
Lawrence County. 

All these nominations were confirmed. 

Gov. Flower has renominated and the Senate 
has confirmed James Connelly as Factory In- 
spector. 

In a message sent to the Legislature Gov. 
Flower says that unless Chapter 217 of the 
Laws of 1891 is amended, one-third of the State 
lands in the Adirondacks will be turned over to 
lumbermen. Three hundred applications, 
covering 150,000 acres of forest lands, have 
been filed for the cancellation ef tax sales. 
They are said torepresent only half a dozen 
timber speculators who have acquired some re- 
mote and small interests in the lands sold. 
Under the original law tax sales could be can- 
celed only on the applications of purchusers. A 
bill to reatore this law now before the Legis- 
lature, the Governor said, ought to pass.

The Harris trial, the Buchanan trial, the Field 
lunacy hearing, and other recent noted cases 
have attracted a great deal of public attention 
to the medical expert witness, and he has 
achieved whatmany members of his profession | 
consider to be an unenviable notoriety, and has, 
been criticised by both Judges and juries.

MANUEL GONZALES DEAD. 


“END OF ONE OF MEXIOO’S GREAT- 
EST CITIZENS AND SOLDIERS. 


A LIFE WHICH INCLUDED REVOLUTION 
AGAINST HIS COUNTRY, THE COM- 
MAND OF ITS ARMIES, HIGH HON- 
ORS, AND EXILE-—HIS LAST WORDS 
A TRIBUTE TO PRESIDENT DIAZ. 


Orry oF Mexico, April 10.—Ex-President 
Manuel Gonzales died at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. 

The family, President Diaz, and other friends

One of the most interesting figures in modern 
Mexican history is removed by the death of 
Gen. Manuel Gonzalez. As citizen and soldier, 
commander of the army, a leader in revolution, 
Minister of War and President, and in the po-

|. elted the interest of his countrymen. In his 
mature were gathered qualities that were cal- 
eulated to win him fame for bravery in warfare, 
for keen political insight, andfor broad states- 
manship.

Academy 
at West Point, served honorably in the Black 
Hawk war, and resigned to become oivil en- 
gineer and eventually President of the Panama 
Railroad Company.

ESCAPED FROM IMAGINARY FIRES. 


MR. RRODSKY DESCENDS ON A NEW 
FIRE ESCAPE AMID CHEERS, 


A pnumber of persons made oscapesfrom an 
imaginary fire yesterday in the rooms of the 
Florence Safety Fire Escape Company, 103 
West Forty-second Street. John E. Brodsky is 
largely interested in the concern. 

The first question that arose was as to who 
should make the firstdescent. Those present 


insisted that Mr. Brodsky should test the merits 
of the machine. After some protestations he 
consented, on the und that a man should 
take his own medicines. 

Soon after Mr, Brodsky appeared at the 
fourth-story window, with the loop adjusted 
about his shoulders and a moment afterward 
he was descending. Those on the sidewalk 
cheered and cried, “‘ Bravo.” 

Mr. Brodsky discarded his silk hat before 
starting on his perilous journey and borrowed 
a brown derby. 

Following him came his assistants, one after 
the other, each making the descent succesefully. 
One carried a valise and another a chair. 

Later on, Mr. Brodeky made the descent wear- 
ing his silk bat, and then the enthusiasm of the 
spectators was extraordinary. 

The device is extremely simple and does not 
oocupy more space than an ordinary pulley. It 
can be attached readily to the window casing, 
and can take down one person after the other as 
fast as the descent can be made. Its mech- 
anism consists of an age ss working 
between two frictional jaws, which control the 
action of the machine. There is no perceptible 
acceleration of velocity in the descent, and 
the person intrusting himself to the 
machine goes down atauniform rate. While 
descending, the idle loop at the other end of the 
rope goes up, 60 that the machine is ready to 
take another passenger. 

A servant girl was anxious to demonstrate 

the workings of the machine, but it was decided 
that those who had already made the descent 
| had fully proved its efficacy. 
i's Mr. John F. Shaw is the inventor and the 
| President of the company. He is a practical 
machinist, and has shown his skill to good 
advantage in the Florence fire escape. He 
witnessei the burning of the Leland 
House at Syracuse some years ago, and 
seeing the need of a good fire escape, 
devoted himself to perfecting the machine. A 
large number of these fire escapes is already in 
use in New-York and elsewhere, and they are 
giving satisfaction wherever tried.

DETROIT SHOWS OFF WELL 
THE OFFICIAL TESTS MADE ARE: 
QUITE SATISFACTORY. 


WHEN AT HER MAXIMUM SPEED HER 
BOILERS WERE BLOWING OFF 8TRAM 
—THERE WAS NO HEATING OF MA- 
CHINERY—SHE HANDLED HERSELF 
TO THE SATISFACTION OF ALL. 


NEwWPonrt, R. I., April 10.—Before 8 o’olock 
this morning the official board under Admiral 
Belknap was on the new cruiser Detroit to con- 
duot the official tests over the regular United 
Btates proving grounds, the starting point of 
which is at the southern extremity of Rose 
Island and the finish at a point in Potter's Cove 
at Canoniout Island, the exact distance being 
6,080.28 feet. 

Naval Constructor Feaster at once proceeded 
to take the ship’s draught, anf found her out 
exactly an inch, which took until nearly 11

ALLOWED THE HUDSON RIVER 


HOSPITAL AMPLE FUNDS. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 10.—Gov. Flower was 
asked what the disputch from Poughkeepsie to- 
day meant which stated that he vetoed an 
appropriation last year for fire protection for 
the Hudson River State Hospital. He replied: 

“The Trustees last year asked for an appro- 


priation in the annual suppty bill for a deficien- 
oy in maintenance of $53,000, and $10,000 for 
fire protection, The State Lupacy Commission 
reported that $25,000 would ve ample for the 
deticiency if the institution were economically 
managed. The Trustees secured, however, in 
spite of the protests of the commission, $45,000 
for deficiency and $10,000 for fire protection. 
The Governor being unable to reduce items wa 
obliged to let the whole item of $45,000 stan 
or else deprive the institution of the sum actu- 
ally needed as recommended by the commission, 
thus giving the institution $20,000, which could 
be used for fire protection or any other neces- 
sary purposes. 

‘* Moreover, the buildings for which the appro- 
priation for tire protection was asked were 
isolated and only two stories high. The $10,000 
asked for was at least twice as much as could 
have been properly used for that purpose. 
Further, this hospital has recelved appropria- 
tions for deficiencies in maintenance from time 
to time largely in exoese of any of the State 
hospitals, which have amounted to more than

aBouTr $60,000 wittL BE CLAIMED 
FOR OVERTIME IN BROOKLYN. 


A olroular letter was received yesterday by 
Postmasters Van Cott of this city and Collins of 
Brooklyn from Postmaster General Bissell to 
the effect that the decision of the Court of 
Claims, rendered March 7, 1892, as to the oper- 
ation of the eight-hour law in the employment 
of letter carriers had been reversed by the Su- 
preme Court.

Assistant Postmaster Gaylor of this city 
said last night that the amount of claims for 
overtime by the carriers of this city was very 
small, He did not think the decision in refer- 
ence to the eight-hour system would have any 
material effect upon the service in this city.

While prices from London came higher this 
morning the benefit which might have ensued 
therefrom was more than offset by the early an- 
nouncement of engagements of large amounts 
of gold for export by te-morrow’s steamer. 

The strike of mechanics on the Atchison Road, 

as well as of those employed on the World's 

Fair buildings in Chicago, also had an unfavor- 

able influence, The Government crop report 

was not issued until after the close of the Stock 

Exchange, but reports from individual States 

were not over-encouraging in character. Taken 

as a whole, therefore, the general tenor of the 
news was not calculated to induce buying by 
investors, On the contrary, the board-room

MORE GOLD FOR EUROPE. 


TBREE MILLION AND A HALF OF COIN 
TO GO ON THE HAVEL. 


Wall Street found yesterday that the reports 
current about large exports of gold this week 
were well founded. The exporters started in 
with a rush, and as aresult the North German 
lioyd steamer Havel will sail for Bremen this 
morning with $3,500,000 in yellow coin on 
board.

WHY ALL IRISH NAMES 


_(dSN’T IT TIME FOR SOME VARIETY 
AT THE zoor 


(AN EARNEST PROTEST FROM A CORRE- 
SPONDENT OF “THE NEW-YORE 
TIMES”—WHAT CENTRAL PARK OF- 
FICERS HAVE TO SAY ABOUT THE 
MATTER—EVILS OF THE SYSTEM. 


Tae New-York Times has received a long 
letter of complaint, written in cood faith and 
calling special attention to an evil which most 
persons have noted and many have regretted, 
without giving the matter grave consideration. 
The writer of the letter isan American citizen 
of Irish extraction, who has no desire for noto- 

‘riety, but who asks THE NEwW-YoRK TIMEs to 
' Dring its influence to bear to correct the abuse. 
This man protests against the persistent and 
‘apparently invidious choice of Irish names for 
the various animals in the Zoological Garden in 
the Central Park and elsewhere in the city. He 
points out that, whilea few of the animals in 
the Park have names which smack of other 
nationalities, the great majority of those an- 
imals which are identified by any name at all 
are habitually called “Patsy,” or “hike,” 
or “Biddy,” or “Teddy,” or by some other 
name unmistakably Irish. 

This correspondent further remarks that such 

a condition of things is outrageous and product- 
‘Sve of the most unjust and pernicious results. 
He says that little children learn to think of 
monkeys, for instance, as ridiculous animals, 
which are always named “Paddy” or 
‘\ Crowley.” The weekly illustrated papers help 
ite strengthen this impression in youthful minds 
ly printing pictures in which Irishmen are rep- 
‘pesented with features so distorted and ex- 
/aggerated as really to be pictures of monkeys 
‘dressed in men’s clothes. 
Moreover, many of the children who see and 
‘hear these things in the course of their after- 
hoon outings in the Park are children of Irish 
parentage. In many cases a family party goes 
on Sunday tothe Park and stops at the Zoo. 
Buch a party may very likely include an Uncle

Michael or an Aunt Bridget. The mind of the 
child suffers a distinct shook on hearing a pair 
of chatting chimpanzees called Mike and 
Biddy by the keeper, and in the familiar 


speech of everybody. 

Inquiry among the keepers at the Zoo con- 
firmed the assertion that more Irish names 
than any other were bestowed upon the animals. 
Keeper Hugh Downey has had cherge of the 
lion house fora long time, where are confined 
all the big cats which the city keeps on exbibi- 
tion. Keeper Downey is an Irishman himself, 
and would naturally be the last man in the 
world to cast any slight upon the Irish people. 
Yet in his care are several animals called by 
Irish names. The female hippopotamus is never 
ealled anything but Mise Murphy, and he 
pee a pair of leopards generally known as 

ridget and Teddy. 

Keeper Downey is a reflective man, prone to 
dignified taciturnity, as would naturally be the 
result of a life passed em royal beasts, who 
say nothing but think a good deal. Like all the 
ether officiale in the Park, however, Keeper 
Downey made haste to disclaim the idea that 
the Board of Park Commissioners, or indeed, 
any member of Tammany Halli, as had been 
hinted, were respousible for the peculiar names 
ef the beaste. When asked directly who named 
the antmals, Keeper Downey said, with some 
show of asperity for so mild 4 man: ‘ 

“Sometimes the keepers does, but generally 
the people, like you, that comes to look at ’em. 
Often times they do be called by them names 
when they come here, and we have nothing to 
do withitat al. Tammany Halil, isit! New, 
its my opinion that Tammany Hall knows no 
more about naming the animals than my sweet- 
heart, th’ man in th’ moon.”

Old Caliph, 
the father, got hie name in Cincinnati, before 
he came to New- York to live. 

Another animal from Cincinnati is the vicious 
zebra, a public exhibition of whose training was 
given a iow weeks ago in this city. This animal, 
an awful kioker, is often called *‘ Gleason” by 
the keepers. Itis denied by them that the ani- 
zpal was named tor the celebrated ex-Mayor of 
Long Island City, but the fact remains that the 
zebra has an Irish name. 

There is a hyena which is always ealled 
“Jeremiah,” because he always takes life so 
hardand never seems to have a good time. 
Then, again, there is *“ Jerry,’ the emu, a satur- 
nine bird, who is said to have been named for 
Park Policeman Jeremiah Carroll, although his 
friends on the foree deny it. The name 

*"Thomas,”’ given to one of the tigers, is a nat- 

ural enough name to give to a big he cat. 

But in the monkey house, where Keeper Jacob 
Cook is the master, the riot of Irish names is 
most noticeable. Not nearly all the monkeys 
are called by name, but among those so distin- 
guisbed only one bears a German name. This is 
* Yaweob,” whois said to have been so called 
after his keeper. 

Keeper Cook was asked what countryman he 
‘was, and replied that be was born in New-York. 
When told that complaint had been made about 
the excessive number of Irish names given to 
the monkeys and otber animals, he merely said 


he didn’t know why such was the case, although | 
he admitted that it wastrue. He said he thought | 


it started with “Mr. Crowley,” the late pride of 
the house. 

This big chimpanzee was given to the Zoo by

Mr. Cook considered outlandish, and whioh was 
eggs ArH corrupted by visitors into “ Crowley.”

IT STIRRED UP THE TOWN 


THE “TIMES’S” EXPOSURE OF A 
FRAUD IN LONG ISLAND CITY, 


ITS 8TORY OF THE BOGUS JUDGMENT IN 
THE OLD “‘GLEASON ENGINE” MAT- 
TER CREATES MUCH EXCITEMENT 
—INDICTMENT OF EX-OITY OFFI- 
CIALS CONFIDENTLY EXPECTED. 


LonG Isianp City, April 10.—THE New-YorK 
TIMES has been the means of bringing to light 
what has every appearance of being a scandal- 
ous muvicipal transaction in Long Island City, 
involvink the expenditure of a large sum of 
money, in the latter part of ex-Mayor Gleason’s 
administration. Mayor Sanford and Corpora- 
tion Counsel Stewart have taken prompt steps 
to recover the money and punish the offenders. 

The scandal grows outof the purported sale 
of an old and rickety fire engine, owned by 
Mayor Gleason, to one D. A. Woodhouse, a sup- 
posed agent of Rumsey & Co. of Seneca Falls, 
N. Y., and of the selling back of the engine by 
this company to Long Island City. 

In the issue of April 3 Tur New-York Times 
published a brief history of the engine and the 
transactions of sale. 

This article created a sensation in Long 
Island City. It brought out an affidavit from 
Bronson A. Wessoll, Treasurer of Rumsey & 
Co., in which he says: 

“The firat intimation he (Mr. Wessell) or other 
officers of the company had of any such transaction 
was from a clipping from THE NKW-YORK TiMEs of 
April 3, 1893. whey are not dealers in nor manu- 
facturers of steam fire engines; never sold one to 
Long Island City; never authorized any oue to sell 
one on behalf of the onpeer. and never owned one. 

“Never authorized the bringing of action by 
Lawyer Geurge W. Stephens, who purported to be 
plaintitf’s attorney. 

“Never saw Mr. Stephens until April 8, 1893, 
when he was pointed out to him (Mr. Wessell) in a 
Brooklyn court. 

“The company has no claim, settled or unsettled, 
against Long island City, and when action was 
brought on Aug. 9, 1892, against Long Island City 
the latter was not indebted to deponent’s company 
in any amount whatsoever. 

* Deponent further swears that Daniel A. Wood- 
house, who verified complaint in action, was not and 
is not an agent of the company, and was not author- 
ized to sell a steam fire engine in the name of the cum- 
pany to Long Island City or bringsuits or make 
agreements with counse: to commence suits in its 
behalf or make any altidavits for it. 

“Rumsey & Co. disavow judgment entered in 
this acton, and declare such judgment is false and 
fraudulent)’ 

The minutes of the Long Island City Fire and 
Water Board at the time of this tire-engine 
episode, the new administration says, disclose 
® peculiar state of affairs. Mayor Sanford’s 
affidavit to the Supreme Court to vacate the 
judgment covers the case well. In part, it says 
that the Fire Board’s minutes show that on 
Aug. 18, 1891, a bid from Rumsey & Co., or D. 
A. Woodhouse, as supposed agent of that com- 


pany, putin a bid to supply a steam fire engine 
to the city for $2,200, and a letter from Mr. 
Woodhouse stated that the engine was that one 
formerly owned by Mayor Gleason. The uext 
meeting was Aug. 31, but no action was taken 
by the board at that time, and the bid was laid 
over. 

Then, according to the affidavit, from that 
time until Dec. 12, 1892, nothing appeared on 
the minutes in relation to the engine, no record 
of the bid ever having been accepted appearing 
nor of any action having been taken in connec- 
tion with it. On Dec. 12 the bill for the engine 
Was audited and passed, presenting the peculiar 
feature of the engiue being paid for without ap- 
parently ever having been bought, 

Still more peculiar is the aliegation that, al- 
though the bill was not ordered paid by the 
Fire Board until Dec. 12, 1892, action on the 
part of “Rumsey & Co.” to sue the city was 
takenon Aug. 9, 1892, four months before the 
bill was passed. 

The Rumsey suit against the city was tried 
before Judge Willard Bartlett in the Supreme 
Courtin Brooklyn in November, and his de- 
cision, favorable to the company, was rendered 
Feb. 16, the judgment being for $2,588.82, 
covering costs and interest. 

Mayor Sanford’s alftidavit further sets forth 
that at the neeting of the Fire Board, atwhich 
the purchase was wade, $24,000 worth of other 
claims were allowed when tbe board knew that 
there was no fund from which payments could 
be made. Further, Mayor Sanford swears that 
in his belief the defense interposed to the suit of 
* Rumsey & Co.” on behalf of the city was a 
sham and a fraud and never intended to faith- 
fully or honestly protect the interests of Long 
Island City. 

“This,” the aftiant adds, “was by reason of 
the fact that the gentleman who was then Cor- 
poration Counsel (Solomon B. Noble) was not 
put in possession of the facts necessary for him 
to make a good defense.”’ 

It is further stated in the affidavit that the 
engine is worthless—thirty-four years old; that 
an expert machioist had declared it worth but 
$35 for old brassand iron; that itis an old, care- 
worn machine that was discarded years ago by 
the City of Brooklyn, and that in the few 
montis that it was used by Long [sland City it 
cost $250 for repairs. 

The Mayor’s attidavit also adds that at the 
meeting at which the old wreck was purchased 
there were present Patrick J. Harrigan, Patrick 
J. Gleason, and Owen Woods. By virtue of his 
ottice of Mayor Mr. Gleason was President of 
the Board. 

Now that exposure has come, the question 
asked by the citizens is, Who has been imper- 
sonating Rumsey & Co. ! The company certainly 
knows nothing about it, but the (ueens County 
Grand Jury, which began its April session to- 
day, will take the matter up ‘Tuesday and en- 
deavor to ascertain. 

The higher officials of the Sanford adminis- 
tration intimate that Mr. Woodhouse would 
make a profound sensation if he wouid tell all 
he might, and they further intimate that his 

resent disposition ie to peach, and that some 

igh ex-olliciale will be impiicated when he 
does it. 

It was rumored this evening that Mr. Wood- 
house bad made a statewent that ex-Mayor 
Gleason bad arranged the scheme, and that an 
indictment against the ex-Mayor was to be 
sought Tuesday. Investigation by a New-York 
Timbs reporter, however, proved this to be, if 
not unfounded, at least premature. 

Mr. Stephens, the lawyer who obtained the 
judgment, taiked about the case to-day to a 
NewW-YORK TiMEs reporter who saw him at his 
office in the Vanderbilt Building, 132 Nassau 
Street. He said: 

“ We have never spread any secrecy aboutthe 
transaction. Everything was open and above 
board. I contracted to bring two suits, one for 
Callahan & Co. for $2,000 worth of hose fur- 
nished rane Sent City, and this other suit of 
$2,200, with costs and interest added, for Rum- 
sey & Co., through Mr. Woodhouse, as agent for 
the Rumsey Company. 

“ Now, if Mr. Woodhouse was not the proper 
or legal representative of that company, and 
had no right to act for it, thatis not my fault. 
I acted in good faith and believed hia repre- 
sentations. I had no reason to doubt him. 

“Now, it is alleged that Kumsey & Co. never 
saw me, never engaged me, and all that sort of 
thing. That is true enough, for it was Mr. 
Woodhouse who engaged me to act. They re- 
pudiate the whole trausaction as without their 
sanction and authority. That does not alter my 
position. I took the suit and won it openly and 
fairly and in good faith. That is all [ care to 
say at this time.” 

Mr. Woodhouse could not be found to-day, but 
may appear before the Grand Jury Tuesday.

MRS. BURNET OF CHICAGO. 

A sneak thief, who up to date is unknown to 
the police, reaped a rich harvest last Friday 
night at the Windsor Hotel, Fifth Avenue and 
Forty-aixth Street, when he ransacked a suite of 
rooms, the occupants of which, Mrs. William 
Burnet and her daughter of Chicago, were in 
the main dining hall at the time of the rob- 


bery. 

Mrs. Burnet and her daughter had gone down 
to dinner with the intention of going out after 
the meal, and accordingly they had left some 
articles of jewelry for evening wear on the 
dressing table. On returning to the room Miss 
Burnet was alarmed to find that the door 
yielded to a push. The bureau drawers were 

pen, therooms wre in a state of confusion, 
and the jewelry left on the dressing table, as 
well as Mra. Burnet’s pocketbook, whioh, with a 
ro}l of bills in it, she had left lying on the man- 
telpiecs, were missing. 

Mra. Burnet immediately informed Cashier 
Deane of her loss, and he in turn told Manager 
Wetherbee. It was agreed by all to keep the 
matter secret, as Mrs. Burnet was unwilling 
that her husband, reputed to be a wealthy Chi- 
cago broker, should learn of the matter. 
Through the questions put tothe employes of 
the hotel by the deteotives who were sent from 
Police Headquarters and the ward detectives 
from Capt. Reilly’s precinct, the story of the 
theft soon leaked ont, and became known 
among the other guests of the hotel, some of 
whom amused themselves by fixing the amount 
of Mra. Burnet’s loss at anywhere from $5,000 
to $15,000, while others tried to console Mrs. 
burnet by talking of similarly mysterious losses 
they had suttered at recent dates. 

Mrs. Burnet’s loss, according to Manager 
Wetherbee, amounts to not more than $1,500—a 
eum of mone, a handsome diamond breastpin, 
and three diamond rings being among the 
plunder taken by the thief. 

** There is a story going the rounds, I hear,” 
said Mr. Wetherbee in talking over the robbery 
yesterday afternoon, “‘ thatone of our porters 
was to blame for the whole matter by his stu- 
pidity and carelessness in allowing a ‘slick- 
looking’ stranger to take some boxes of goods, 
which he said he wanted to deliver to Mrs. Bur- 
net, to that lady’s roomsin herabsence. That's 
sheer nonsense, and I have carefully investi- 
gated the whole matter and feel convinced 
that none of the hotel employes isto blame. It 
is' the usual hotel sneak-thief business over 
again, the fellow in the onse being, without 
doubt, far more clever than the usualrun of 
such gentry. 

“He got into the room either by means ofa 
skeleton key or else the ladies had forgotten, in 
spite of their affirmation to the contrary, to look 
the door. For myself, I think it was the skele- 
ton key that did the trick.” 

One thing is certain, and that is that the thief, 
whoever he was, had looked over the lay of the 
land several days before he effected the rob- 
very. The police, as far as can be learned, seem 
to incline to the belief that the man had confed- 
erates in the hotel who posted him as to the 
hour when the Burnets left their room for din- 
ner. In any event, the two ward detectives 
working up the case are keeping a sharp eye on 
atrangers lounging about the reading rooms and 
halls without any definite purpose or reason for 
being in the hotel.

MONEY CARRIED TO TRACKS 


LAWYER MARX’S EXTRAORDINA- 
RY DECLARATION IN COURT. 


MADE IN THE DE LACY-ADAMS S8suUIT 
IN REPLY TO AN INNOCENT QUERY 
BY A JUSTICE—MR. HOWE TEAR- 
FUL OVER THE POOLROOM EVIL— 
ARGUMENTS ON THE IVES LAW. 


Peter De Lacy, poolroom keeper, was the 
central figure yesterday in the Superior Court, 
General Term. 

Mr. De Lacy acouses Mr. “Al” Adams of 
using the premises at 43 Weat Twenty-ninth 
Street for “ illegal” and “improper” purposes, 
namely, as a poolroom, and he sought an order 
from the court to restrain Mr. Adams from con- 
tinuing this immoral and illegal business. 

Incidentally—quite incidentally—Mr. De La- 
oy’s attorney, William F. Howe, attacked the 
coustitutionality of the Ives pool law. : 

Mr. Adams had innocently screened himself 
behind this law when the illegality of his pool- 
selling in Twenty-ninth Street was attacked. 
He said that he merely conducted a commission 
office at No. 43, where he booked the bets, under 
the Ives law, and that he placed the money for 
& percentage atthe race tracks conducted un- 
der the Ives law, which legalizes betting at 
race tracks during certain periods. 

When the case was up for argument last week 
it was made quite evident what Mr. De Lacy’s 
sult meant. Its object was to get in another blow 
at the big race tracks which he has been fight- 
ing, for if he could get the court to rule that the 
ives law was unconstitutional, the racing 28so- 
ciation would have to shut up shop. 

For this reason John M. Bowers, representing 
the Coney Island, the Brooklyn, and the New- 
York Jockey Club, took a hand in the proceed- 
ings for the defense last week without waiting 
to be asked. J. H. Marx, counsel for “al” 
Adams, instead of being grateful to Mr. Bowers 
for helping along the cause of the poolroom 
keeper, waxed very indignant at what he called 

* uucalled-for interference.” 

but Mr, Sowers persevered and he induced 
the court to postpone the case until yesterday, 
when he would be prepared to present a brief 
on Mr. Marx’s side. He was as good as his 
word, too, theugh, strange to say, Mr. Marx 
War oven more indignant than he was at the 
previous hearing. 

“If your Honor please,” said Mr. Marx, “no 
one asked Mr. Bowers to come into this case. 
But when he forced himself in, taking our side 
without solicitation, he promised that he would 
follow out our contention upholding the eonsti- 
ee of the Ives law. And has he done 

o ” 

This last question was directed straight at Mr. 
Bowers. Receiving no answer, Mr. Marx fol- 
lowed it up with another. 

‘““Whatdol seein this brief which Mr. Bow- 
ers has submitted ostensively in our behalf?” 

As the court hadn’t seen the brief, it couldn’t 
anewer this. Waiting a moment, Mr. Marx con- 
tinued: 

“‘T see that ho says that the constitutionality 
of the [ves law does not enter into this case at 
all; that your Honors are not called upon to 
pass on it in this proceeding.” 

Mr. Marx then proceeded to uphold the con- 
stitutionality of the Ives law. There was no 
question of a lottery involved. Men backed 
their opinions and judgment, and gave Mr. 
Adams certain sums of money to Place at the 
race tracks on certain horses. 

** And is this money really carried to the race 
tracks and placed there?” innocently asked 
Judge Sedgwick, who presided. 

For a moment Mr. Marx was embarrassed by 
the innocence of the court. Then he looked the 
Judge straight in the eye, and said: 

“Yes, Sir. Lhat is the way these men do 
business. They merely act on commission.” 

Lawyer Howe gazed with admiration on Law- 
yer Marx, and in reply tq Mr. Marx’s arguments 
was tenderly sympathetic for the “poor, de- 
luded public,” which, he said, should be saved 
from such vampires as “ this man Adams.” 

‘Your Honors,” said Mr. Howe, “ atter what 
my learned friend has stated in explanation of 


| his client’s business methods, nothing remains 
| forme but to point out the gross wrong which 


is being inflicted on the public under the guise 
of a lexal pursuit. Under the protection of the 
{ves law men and women ore induced to violate 
the Penal Vode and place their money on the 
worst form of lottery, for betting on horse rac- 
ing is nothing else. Itis nota matter of judg- 
ment. Screened behind this unconstitu- 
tional measure a lot of men run their 
horses to sult themselves; to win to- 
day to lose to-morrow. Itis a cloak which per- 
mits the most gross swindle ever put on the 
people. But, aside from this, whether it does 
good or harm, the law is unconstitutional be- 
cause it suspends the operation of the criminal 
laws for the benefit of private corporations.

rible!”’ There were tears in Mr. Howe's eyes as 
he concluded. 

The court took the papers and reserved its 
decision.

SWEEPING SCHOOL REFORMS 


—_-——~_—— 
THE WHOLE SsYSTEM NEEDS SHAKING 


UP, SAYS MR. STRAUSS. 


At the last meeting of the Board of Education 
Commissioner Charles Strauss prosented for 
approval a bill which he will endeavor to have 
passed by the Legislature. This bill is very rad- 
ical in its provisions, andif it passes it will be 
the first move toward changing tho entire school 
system in the city. 

The bill provides that the Mayor shall have 
power to appoint a committee of five, all edu- 
cators, who shall make an examination into the 
school system of the city and make such recom- 
mendations in the form of a bill as the five 
Commissioners think proper. The commission 
is to serve without salary, but is to be alloweda 
sum not exceeding $5,000 for expenses. The 
plan was approved by the board, and the bill 
embodying it will be presented to the Logislat- 
ure this week. 

Commissioner Strauss yesterday explained to 
@ reporter of Toe New-York TiMEs his motive 


in endeavoring to have the school system of the 
city reformed. 

“The laws regulating the public schools of 
the city,” said he, ‘‘originated in 1849 and 
were passed in 1850 and 1851, when there were 
30,000 school children and not more than 100 
teachers. Now the system is governed by these 
same laws, with numerous amendments, when the 
system has about 300,000 pupils and over 5,000 
teachers. Why, some of the laws governing the 
sohools have as many as thirteen amendments, 
and it would take a fine coustitutional lawyer 
to tell what the amendments mean. 

“There is a lack of responsibility in every de- 
partment of the school system. There is too 
much redtape. If a teacher wanted to have a 
nail put into the wall he could not do it with- 
out asking the janitor; the janitor would have 
no authority to do it unless he obtained permis- 
sion from the Trustees of the ward, and they 
would have to ask the Board of Education to 
authorize the spending of the money to buy the 
najland the hammer to drive it Then the 
Board of Education would be compelled to ask 
a sub-committee, the Committee on Finance, if 
ithad enough moncy to have the nail and ham- 
mer bought. 

‘As it is now the Board of Education, which 
is supposed to have control and supervision of 
the schools, cannot even appoint a teacher. The 
teachers are appointed by the Board of Trustees 
of the different wards, and the Commissioners 
of Kducation can say aa Nor do the 
wishes of the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion have the slightest weight with the Trustees 
in some cases. Only the other day a man who 
was notoriously unfit for the place was ap- 
pointed Vice Principal of one of the schools in 
spite of the earnest protest of Superintendent 
Jasper. The Trustees appointed the man be- 
oause he had a ‘ pall.’ 

“TI will give you another instance of an abuse 
that existed for twenty-tive years and tho Com- 
missioners had no power toremedy it. <A jani- 
tor in an up-town school died some time ago at 
the advanced age of 105. He was a veteran of 
the Mexican war. He was utterly unable to at- 
tend to bis duties, and his son, an active young 
man of seventy-tive, did his father’s work. This 
thing continued for twenty-five years, aud yet 
the Trustees would not remove the old man and 
the Commissioners of Education had not the 
power. 

“The ward lines for school purposes bring out 
some remarkable facts. In one ward in the oity, 
as mentioned in THE NEW-Yor«K TIMEs o woek 
ago, there is no school at all and but one teach- 
er, and yet the Board of Trustees, five in num- 
ber, meet once a month, while in another ward 
(the Iwelfth) there are 20 schools and 30,000 
pupils. 

“And yot, when we attempted to remedy 
these things through the Legislature in acts 
that referred to specific abuses, the persons 
intrenched in their positions by the defects of 
the system would go up to Albany with a pow- 
erful lobby and defeat the remedial measure. 
When the bill was aimed at the Commissioners, 
they would defeat it; when aimed at Trustees, 
they would defeatit; when aimed at the teach- 
ers, their association would lobby, and again 
would the measure be lost. The only way out 
of the whole diiliculty is to have a commission 
appointed and to let it present a plan that will 
deal with the defeets of the whole system. 
“TIT would not do away with Trustees, but 
would have the ward areas decreased so that 
there would be forty or fifty wards, each bavy- 
ing a Board of Trustees, say five in uumber. 
Further, it would be the duty of the Trustees 
to visit the schools in their wards and they 
should be held responsible for failure to do so. 
The Trustees should have the power of ap- 
pointment of teachers, but the Board of Educa- 
tion should have the power to reject such nom!- 
nations and to substitute other names. Further. 
and this is the only radical suggestion that 
I have to make, the Board of Education 
should be cut down to, say, seven members, 
and it should be an appellate body, but with ab- 
solute authority over the whole system excopt 
that it should not have the power to appoint 
Trustees nor the power to remove them. The 
sppstnring ower of Trustees should remain iu 
6 hands of the Mayor.”

EIGHT OF FOURTEEN DELEGATES 
IN HIS FAVOR, 


NEW-YORK PRESBYTERY’S SELECTION 
OF DELEGATES TO THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY—THE PROFESSOR’S PLEA 
FOR A FAIR FIELD—THE REVISION 


OF THE CONFESSION OF FAITH. 


The New-York Presbytery, at its meeting yes- 
terday inthe Scotch Presbytorian Chureh in 
Fourteenth Street, elected Commissioners tv 
the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, which meets in Washington next 
inonth. The session excited great interest be- 
cause the election was to decide whether tho 
Commissioners were to be Briggs or anti-Briggs 
men. The result was received by both sides 
with favor. The Commisstoners chosen stand 
eight to six in favor of Dr. Brigga. 

After the election of the Rev. William R. 
Harshaw of the First Union Church as moder- 
ator and the re-election of the clerks, the Pres- 
bytery got downto solid work. The Rev. Dr, 
D. J. MoMillan, who has always beonan ad- 
herent of Dr. Briggs, in opening the nomination 
of Commissioners raised some commotion by 
saying: “I think that the Commissioners 
should be chosen from the majority, as there is 
au important case coming before the General 
Assembly.” 

“Who are the majority?” asked Dr. Charles 
8. Robinson. 

“Those who voted for the acquittal of Dr. 
Briggs, I suppose,” replied Dr. McMillan. 

Dr. Robinson nominated the anti-Briggs can- 
didates, the Rev. Messrs. W. C. Stitt, Joseph J. 
Lampe, James Chambers, R. R. Booth, David G. 
Wylie, and James G. Patterson. Dr. McMillan 
read the names of his ticket, which was as fol- 
lows: The Rev. Messrs. George Alexander, W. 


Merle Smith, W. A. Rice, John H. Edwards, 
George L. 8pining, and Charles L. Thompson. 

One of the anti-Briggs men charged that the 
Briggs ticket had been “ fixed up.” 

“ The ticket was not prepared,” said Dr. Me- 
Millan. “It was shown to but one or two.” 
This provoked a smilo.

Before the morning session closed Dr. Briggs 
arose and appealed to the Presbytery. 

“IT want to ask for fair treatment,” he said. 
“When before tho General Assembly the last 
time I was harassed by the fact that there were 
two members of the Prosecuting Committee as 
Coinmissioners from this Presbytery. They 
were allowed the privileges of the tloor when [ 
had no such privileges, and they could beheard 
when I could not bo heard till my case was 
called. 

“This Prosbytery has made me defend doc 
trines which I do not subs¢ribe to. It hhs made 
me the appellee, and while I do not object to 
Dr. Lampe, as I do not think he can hurt me, I 
do object to Col. McCook, who is the counsel to 
the Prosecuting Committee. He should not be 
sent as Commissioner as he would have privi- 
leges which as appellee I could not have.” 

The Rev. Dr. George W. F. Biroh asked Dr. 
Briggs to naine instances in the last General 
Assembly where the Prosecuting Committee had 
had advantages which he had not enjoyed. 
Dr. Briggs made no reply and Dr. Birch denied 
positively that such had been the case, saying: 
**I speak calinly, but I deny Pr. Briggs’s declar- 
ation pointblank.”’

AN ORDER WHICH WILL BE EXPEN- 
SIVE FOR ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANIES. 


The Board of Electrical Control several years 
ago selected a post with an iron base costing 
$25 as the “pole’ to be used for electric lights, 
and all others were forbidden. The olectric light 
companies, however, erected cheaper poles. 
‘Yesterday the board, on motion of Mayor Gilroy, 
ordered the removal at once of every post 
which did not comply with the specifications. 

If this order is not obeyed the poste which are 
not according to rule will be cut down. Tho 
posts in Broadway and Sixth Avonue, and some 
of those in the cross streots comply with the re- 
quirements. It will cost the electric light com- 
panies about $75,000 to make the change. 

Low.tension subways were ordered to be 
built in One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Streot, 
from First to Third Avenue; Sixty-iifth Street, 
from Ninth to Eleventh Avenuo, and Seventh 
Avenue, from One Hundred and Tenth to One 
Hundred and Thirty-elghth Street. In_ the last- 
named street they will be built on both sides of 
the way under the sidewalks. 

High-tension subways were ordered to be 
builtin Pearl Street, from John Street to Han- 
over Square; Battery Place, from Greenwich to 
West Street; Spruce Street from Nassau to Will- 
West Street; Park Place, from Greenwich to 
jam Street: Avenue B, from Seventh ito Four- 
teenth Btreet; University Place, from Waverly 
Place to Fourteenth Street, and Fourth Avenue. 
from Fortieth to Forty-second Street. 

Commissioners Hess and Storm were appoint- 
ed to scoure new ofiices for the board down 
town. 


STEEL SHELL EXPERIMENTS.

JOHNSON’S SEARCH FOR AN 
EXPENSIVE PROJECTILE. 





MR. IN- 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—Mr. I. G. Johnson of 
Spuyten Duyvil, New-York City, has been in 
Washington, and called on Commodore Samp- 
son, the Naval Chief of Ordnance. Mr. Jonhn- 
son’s firm has the contract to deliver 500 cast- 
stecl shells, and the recent trial of the first 
produced under his process was reported in the 
dispatches to Tuk New-YORK TIMES. 

Mr. Johnson will furnish no more sample 
shells for a time, devoting himeelf to experi- 
ments on hisown account. He expects to pro- 
duce a shell whioh will equal, if not surpass, 
in efficiency the armor-piercing shell, whioh at 
present must bo forged, an expensive method of 
manufacture. The results of the recent tests 
were very gratifying to the ordnance people, 
and have encouraged the Johnsons to continue 
the search for an inexpensive projectile, in the 
development of which the department is great- 
ly interested. 

The discovery of a reliable method of produc- 
tion of any kind of shell is expensive. It is 
sald that the Carpenter people spent more than 
$100,000 before they produced a shell which 
Satistied them. Tho Jonnsons will submit no 
more cast-steel shells to the Ordnance Bureau 
for testing until further private experiments 
have been made, 





THE WINTER WHEAT CROP. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—The April report of 
the statistician of the Department of Agriculture 
makes the average condition of Winter wheat on tho 
ist of April 77.4 per cent, against 81.2 last year, and 
thatof rye 45.7. ‘The averages of the principal wheat 
States are: Ohio, 87; Michigan, 74; Indiana, 82; 
Illinois, 72; Missouri, 56, and Kansas, 62; the aver- 
age of these six States is 74.2, against 77in April, 
1892. Itis 88 in New-York, 87 in Ponnsylvania, 


89 in Maryland, 87 im Virginia, the Soutuern 
States ranging from 383 in 'enuessce to 100 in 


Texas. 

The Pacific States show a favorable condition, with 
the exception of California, where too much rain is 
reported.

The plant entered Winterin the main wheat-pro- 
ducing States in the iow state of vitality causeu by 
persistent drought and early cold weather, with the 
exception uf Califoruia, where excessive raius pro- 
duced similar effect. Damage from ihe Hessiau ly 
is votedin parte of the States of Ohio, Michigan, 
indiana, and illinois. 

Suow covering has been general throughout the 
Eastern, Middle, and Northwestern states, bui, iot- 
withstanding, the reports show much abatement 
from the benefits of the protection thus afforded Le- 
cause of the excessive cold of the Winter and high 
winds, and the alternate thawing and freezing in 
the latter end of February and through March. 

The April bulletin will contain a report of the con- 
dition of live stock at Loe close of Winter, and esti- 
ma losses.

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UNDEBGROUND THE MEANS. 


ITS NEED GREATER THAN WAS THE NEED 
OF A BRIDGE. 


Underground transit occupied a good share 
of public attention yesterday. The promoters 
of various systems were all scenting the posst- 
bilities that the latest phase of the matter opens 
to them. 

There was a mecting of the lawyers who were 
to look into the various legal and constitutional 
questions raised by Mr. Wilson’s propositions. 
It became evident that no sympathy with Mr. 
Wilson’s plan could be excited among the city 


officials. 

Mayor Gilroy said thathe saw no reason to 
change the views formerly expressed by him. 

The oity debtis about $99,000,000, and the 
limis of possibilities in this direction is between 
$160,000,000 and $170,000,000. 

The Mayor thinks that this margin would bo 
annihilated if Mr. Wilson’s plan were to go 
through. This opinion is based on the assump- 
tion that the road would cost $100,000,000, in- 
stead of $50,000,000, as estimated, and upon 
the further assumption that the city would be 
required or expected to advance 70 per cent. of 
this amount. 

Mayor Gilroy insists upon the opinion he gave 
several weeks ago, that if private capital be- 
lieved an underground road: would pay, there 
would be no practical difficulty in raising all of 
the money required. 

Several members of the Harnett Real Estate 
Committee were in conference yesterday to dis- 
ouss whether it would be well to revive activity 
in behalf of the Ellison bill It waa decided 
that, while activity in this movement was al- 
ways in order, it would be wise to await further 
-~  atmmaena before undertaking to do any-. 


thing. 

The opinion requested of John M. Bowers, 

counsel for the commission, will probably be 
ready by this afternoon, when the Commiesion- 
ere will meet. 
Capitalists and promoters who have appeared 
actively in connection with matters before the 
Rapid-Transit Commissioners are much inter- 
estedin the outcome of the present procecd- 
ings. Such of them as were willing yesterday 
to express positive opinions upon the subject 
agreed that the easiest solution would be found 
in the sage of some such bill as Mr. Ellison’s 
authorizing the city to go ahead with the con- 
struction. 

Teking the litigation over the Brooklyn 
Bridge as a precedent, they feel satisfied that 
the constitutional question in this respect no 
longer exists, but has been settled. They agree, 
also, that the construction of a means of rapid 
transit to the northern part of this city is 
of vastly more importance than Ne the con- 
struction of a span across the East River, which 
was to benefit Brooklya rather than New-York. 
No disposition appeared among them to make 
light of the opposition of the city authorities to 
the conetraction of the road with public money. 
At the same time, they thought that, since there 
could be no hope of genuine rapid transit with 
the existing system, and since another system 
must be devised to furnish the relief which is 
demanded, the opposition of the authorities 
might be overcome if public feeling should 
assert itself forcibly. 

A gentieman who has been actively interest- 
ed in the work of the commission, and who is 
very hopeful that something may yet be done 
to provide genuine rapid transit, said yester- 
day that he had become convinced that the op- 
| neon of the oilty authorities to the project 
or municipal construction was based mainly 
upon the fact that by the terms of the Ellison 
ll there would be no patronage in the work, 
while it wolld consume a great deal of money 
that might otherwise be devoted to projects 
that permitted a good deal of patronage. 
He thought the only way that the city au- 
thorities could be made to soquiesce in plans 
that had been seriously advanced for under- 
ground construction would be by a popular de- 
mand that the work be pushed forward regard- 
less of all political considerations.

MRS. TWICHELL’S DEMAND UPON THE

hen she went to the Equitable Building on 

April 2, 1891, according to her story, “ Big 
John” followed her about and reported her 
poseense to Superintendent Gerald Brown, who 

ad Special Policeman Lewis arrest her and 
take her to the Old Slip Station House, where 
she was obliged to spend the night. In the 
morning, however, she added, Justice Taintor 
discharged her in court most honorably. In 
spite of this, she concluded, the officers of the 
quitable Life Assurance Society “ gave it out”’ 
to the press that she had at one time spent a 
whole month on Blackwell's Island. 
In its answer the corporation asked for $2,000 
to for the annoyance which Mrs. Twiohell 
h caused its tenants, whose offices she had 
visited, it said, for the sole purpose of bor- 
rowing money. After a while the tenants asked 
that she be excluded. 
Defendants alleged that on the memorable 
2d of April, 1891, Mrs. Twichell went into 
Buperintendent Brown's office and sat there for 
two hours, declaring that she would continue to 
git there until she was arrested, and as she ap- 
poneey meaut what she said, she was arrested 

y Officer Lewis. She was discharged by Justice 
Taintor, the company alleged, because her 
daughter said she was “‘net quite responsible.”
